The headlong crash of an aeroplane 
directly in front of a grand stand pack- 
ed with awe-stricken spectators and 
the miraculous escape of Barney Old- 
field when a wheel ripped loose from 
his “Golden Submarine” racer con- 
tributed to a program replete with 
thrills at the championship meet Satur- 
day afternoon at the Southeastern fair 
grounds speed course. 

Although his machine was wrecked, 
Larry Brown, the npted young avia- 
tor, was uninjured. He crawled from 
beneath the debris of the fallen aero- 
plane to bow in answer to the out- 
burst of applause which greeted him, 
In descending to the race course at a 
point which would bring him fairly 
before the view of the grand stand he 
had become tangled in a group of in- 
candescent wires strung above the

New York, July 28.—(By Associated

Day.)—Still the center of military in- 
terest, the Russian front from Volhynia 
southward to the bend in the line near 
Fokshani in Rumania, presents the cu- 
rious spectacle of the Russians still 
in retreat on a wide front in eastern 
Galicia and of Russian and Rumanian 
forces victoriously advancing in an im- 
portant sector along the western Mol- 
davian frontier. 

Petrograd has little to say of the sit- 
uation in eastern Galicia, but indicates 
a considerable resistance by the Rus- 
sian forces to Austro-German pressure 
in the Carpathians, notwithstanding 
which a Russian retirement was forced 
under a Teutonic attack.

Then Came a Crash. 

There was a crash. The propeller 
earried off several strands of the in- 
sulated wire. A gasp ascended from 
the grand stand. Women § fainted, 
children screamed. The plane violent- 
ly plunged to the ground. The sound 
of mangled metal, rippitig canvas and 
breaking wood mingled with the out- 
cry of the driver. A cloud of dust 
arose to envelop the wreckage. 

Police and soldiers had difficulty re- 
straining the crowds from overrunning 
the track. A group of mechanics, offi- 
cials and newspaper men gathered on 
the spot. 

Brown emerged from his seat, un- 
shaken. He was smiling. He crawled 
through the mangled wings. Sight of 
him provoked a tumult from the grand- 
stand. He turned to face the stand and 
the outburst grew lustier. Then a 
moving picture cameraman bade him 
stand by the wreckage with his me- 
chanic, which the aviator did, smiling 
as the movie man cranked, and other 
cameras snapped. 

Oldfield Grazes Death. 

But a few minutes later, in the last 
of three exciting race heats, Barney 
Oldfield escaped death as narrowly as 
the airman. But for the design of his 
new speed creation, which he affec- 
tionately calls the “Golden Submarine,” 
and which is enclosed in a brass cas- 
ing, the mishap would have doubtless 
been fatal. As it was, the speedway 
idol was severely jolted. 

DePalma was a quarter-lap in the 
lead of Oldfield in the race, a ten-mie 
heat, when the right front wheel of 
the latter’s machine, because of de- 
fective bearings, tore loose from the 
axle, rolled across the course at the 
southern turn, and ended in the lake. 
Oldfield was driving at seventy miles 
an hour. The bare axle dug into the 
earth, sinking a trench in its path for 
a distance of twenty-five feet. The 
mose of the. car crashed through the 
inner fence. 

DePalma concluded the race at the 
third lap, offering to begin anew. Old- 
field, however, was compelled to with- 
draw, his car being too badly damaged 
for immediate service. Oldfield’s tour- 
ing car, with the idol at the wheel, 
tuwed the sunkén “submarine” back 
to the pit, followed by a great throng 
of admirers, many of whom clung to 
the touring car with tenacity. 


The thrill of the Oldfield mishap was 
lessened because of distance. Happen- 
ing at the turn farthest from. the 

randstand, a large part of the spec- 
ators were not aware of an accident 
until the discovery that Oldfield was 
not in the running, and that his car 
was jammed into the inner fence. The 
accident "was witnessed, however, by 
thousands who had congregated near 
the southern turn. ' 

Had Broken Record. 


The accident occurred just after Old- 
field had set a southern dirt-track 
record, covering a mile in 50 seconds. 
This he did in the first lap of the 25- 
mile race with DePalma, which was 
won by Oldfield with a time of 23 min-

Food Bill Conferees Adopt 

Provision Enabling Presi- 
dent to “Dry” the U. S. 
$2 Wheat Minimum. 


Washington, July 28.—Conferees on 
the administration food, control bill 
failed tonight to reach a final agree- 
ment on the measure and adjourned to 
meet again tomorrow. 

Two profisions prevented an agree- 
ment—the senate amendment proposing 
a food control board of three members 
instead of an individual adrninistrator, 
and that creating a congressional com- 
mitteé to supervise war expenditures. 
The conferees hoped for an agreement 
tomdrrow, but if they fail, it is planned 
to report the partial disagreement to 
the two houses and ask for further 
instructions. A deadlock not con- 
sidered improbable. 

The Prohi Provision. 

Earlier in the day the conferees 
smoothed out their. differences on the 
prohibition provision and agreed to the 
section fixing a $2 minimum per bushel 
for wheat. 

The prohibition provisions approved 
provides that thirty days after the bill 
becomes law no person shall use any 
foods, fruits, food materials or feeds 
in the production of any distilled spirits 
for beverage purposes, with a separate 


stipulation that the rohibition shall 
not apply to the fortification of sweet 
wines. Importation of distilled spirits 
is prohibited in a new section. 

The house conferees receded on their 
opposition to the liquor coOmmandeering 
amendment, which was adopted sub- 
stantially as written by the senate ex- 
cept to include whisky in stock as well 
as in bond. This authorizes and directs 
the president to commandeer any or all 
such distilled spirits for redistillation 
where it may be necessary for muni- 
tions and other military or hospital 
supplies. The. spirits commandeered

$2 Minimum for Wheat.

| food administration to determine and 
ifix a reasonable guaranteed price to 
assure the producers a_ reasonable 
| profit, not less than $2 a bushel at the 
principal intérior primary markets. It 
also provides for additional customs 
duties on wheat, when necessary, to 
bring the price of the imported articles 
(up to the guaranty. f 

The $10,000,000 appropriation for ni- 
trate stocks in a senate amendment as 
agreed to authorized the president to 
procure necessary stocks of nitrate of 
soda for increasivg agricultural produe- 
tionsSluring 1918 and to dispose of them 
at cost. 

The conference already has agreed to 
senate amendments aimed to stop govy- 
ernment advisory agents from having 
pecuniary interest in war contracts and 
to aid the president if it should become 
necessary for national interests to fix 
coal and coke prices.

son L. Hand, Judge H. W. Hopkins, 
senator from the seventh and chair- 
man of the temperance committee, will 
make the startling showing that the 
much-talked-of, much-litigated-over 
and near-legislated-about $40,000 worth 
of wine was not even mentioned in Mr. 
Hand's will. 

This more or less 
closure was made by Judge Hopkins 
when he began investigations as to 
hte status of the wine, upon the reso- 
lution of Senator Ed Wohlwender, of 
the twenty-fourth, being referred to 
his committee. The nearest Judge Hop- 
kins has been able to arrive at evi- 
dence of the intention of Mr. Hand to 
bequeath the wine to the University of 
Georgia is that he is said to have verb- 
ally expressed such a desire, and that 
the executors of his estate are acting 
upon this verbal expression. Chancel- 
lor Barrow, of the university, denies 
that Judge Hand ever discussed the 
wine with the university authorities. 

The question of the disposition of the 
wine is said to have been taken up 
some months ago with “the state de- 
partment,” as one of the executors de- 
scribed it, and is said to have resulted 
in a letter from Judge John C. Hart, 
state tax commissioner, advising that 
‘it would be necessary to have some 
‘special legislative emactment to give 
the wine any legal status in Georgia. 

A letter from Chancellor Barrow to 
‘Judge Hopkins carries the statement 
that Mr. Hand never’ discussed the 
wine with the university authorities, 
though the Hand executors are of the 
belief that he did. The first informa- 
tion to the university that the wine 
was being held for disposition and 
benefit of the university for a fund to 
aid poor youths through the institu- 
tion, or else to be paid on the running 
expenses of the university, came to 
those authorities through communica- 
tion with the Hand estate executors. 

Judge John C. Hart, asked about the 
reference in the letter from one of the 
executors Saturday, said he did not 
recall giving any advice on the sub- 
ject at all, nor does he know anything 
about the matter having been taken 
up with the “state department.”

Wilson Issues Order. 

President Wilson tonight issued an 
executive order directing government 
Officials to exercise “the greatest care” 
in issuing exemption affidavits to em- 
ployees in the civil executive depart- 
ments emphasizing the high national 
importance of carrying out “the spirit 
of the selective service act and of se- 
curing its fullest effectiveness by hold- 
ing to military service all drafted men 


,who are not absolutely indispensable,”

Petrocra®, Friday, July 27.—When 
the Russian women’s battalion, known 
officially as the “command of death,” 
Went into action against the Germans 
near Smorgon, July 25, they captured 
@ number of women frém whom it was 
learned for the first time that Ger- 
man women also were fighting on the 
battle front in western Russia. 

Ten wounded heroines of the women's 
battalion arrived in Petrograd today, 
leaving their commander, Vera Butch- 
kareff, and Marya Skrydloff, a daugh- 
ter of Admiral Skrydloff, former com- 
mander of the Baltic fleet and min- 
ister of marine, in a hospital at Vitebsk. 

The women said it was” reported 
that of the 200 of the command who 
reached the front, only fifty remained. 
Twenty were killed, eight were taken 
prisoner and all the rest were wounded. 

“Several times,” said wounded 
girl, “we attacked the Germans. Espe- 
cially memorable was our attack at 
Novospassky wood, near Smorgon, 
where the enemy, hearing the voices of 
girls, lost their nerve. The result was 
that many of them were killed, wound- 
ed or taken prisoner. Among the pris- 
oners were a few women, from whom

for our personal safety. Our passion 
was to serve the fatherland. We ad- 
vanced gaily against the ‘foe with 
laughter and song, our only unpleasant 
sentiments being when we first came to 
the corpses. Once, when replying to 
the enemy’s severe rifle and machine 
gunfire, we discovered to our amaze- 
ment that all our men comrades in the 
neighboring trenches had treacherously 
fled, leaving us—a handful of women 
—to face the enemy alone.”

against the owner of property so used. 

The commission expresses the hope 
that the bill will become a law at this 
session of the legislature, in order 
that it may aid in complying with the 
orders of Secretary of War Baker that 
@ moral zone must be established 
around the army training camps. 

Kriegshaber’s Letter. 

The approval of the Atlanta division 
is contained in the following letter to 
Mr. Wright from Victor H. Kriegsha- 
ber, president of the division: 

“House bill No. 63, which was intro- 
duced by you in the house of repre- 
sentatives recently, was read and ap- 
proved by the Atlanta division of the 
War department commission on train- 
ing camp activities. 

“We are firmly of the opinion that 
the approaching organization of a big 
army, of which probably 60,000 or 75,- 
000 men, or maybe more, will be lo- 
cated within the borders of this state, 
at Atlanta and Macon, that we should 
have on our statute books remedial 
legislation which will enable us to 
hold down the social evil to a mini- 
mum.

All are thete for the benefit of 
the nation and to the end that ‘the - whole 
nation may be a team in which each 
man shall play the part for which he 
is best fitted.’ 


No Argument or Pleading. 
‘Therefore no one has a vested right, 
by himself or by attorney, to urge, by 
argument or pleading, his individual 


case upon you. You shall rigidly ex- 
clude this. Ordinarily you should act 
on tne affidavits. If you desire more 
information you may proceed to get it. 
If yoh doubt the affidavits you may 
interrogate other persons. If you de- 
sire. more proof you may get it. But 
no alcimant has a right to submit other 
proof than that called for by regula- 
tions or than that you may call for. 

“There should be no rules like those 
of court procedure, no technical rules 
of evidence. You should proceed to 
investigate cases about which you are 
not satisfied exactly as you, ag an in- 
dividual, would proceed to inform your- 
self of any fact about which you are 
in doubt. 

“Last of all, it is important to say 
a word about your own sacrifice. The 
place to which you have been called 
is one which no man would seek save 
in the performance of one of the high- 
est patriotic duties. 


Nation Needs Men. 


“There is not, in any real sense, any 
remuneration. Because thousands of 
citizens urged that members of local 
boards should not be placed in a posi- 
tion of performing their grave duties 
for pay, the regulations provide that, 
ordinarily, the service shall be uncom- 
pensated. Because it 'was not desired 
that any man be prevented from ren- 
dering the service by the necessity for 
earning his daily bread, a small remun- 
eration was provided. 

“The nation needs men, and needs 
them quickly. The hours will then be 
long and the work absorbing. The duty 
is always to take and never to give, 
and human nature is such there will 
be little praise and some blame. The 
sacrifice of many of those whose cases 
are to be decided is no greater than 
that of the men who are to decide 
them: and your only reward must be the 
knowledge that, at great personal sac- 
rifice you are rendering your country 
an indispensable service in a matter 
of the utmost moment.”

. @d States, will probably be reached Mon- 
day. Third Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Dockery has the case under advise- 
ment. He is also considering a brief 
filed yesterday on behalf of Mr. Watson, 

The penalty for violations of the law 
will not only be the exclusion of Wat- 
son's paper from the mails, but upon 
conviction he is liable to fine and im- 
prisonment for attempting to cause “in- 
subordination, disloyalty, mutiny or re- 
fusal of duty.” 

Section of Espionage Law. 

Here is the section of the espionage 
law, approved June 15, last, under which 
the department has proceeded against 
The Jeffersonian, The Appeal to Rea- 
son and various socialist organs over 
the country which have been opposing 
the selective draft law for raising an 
army to fight against Germany: 

“Title 10-11, Section 1. Every letter, 
writing, circular, postal card, picture, 
print, engraving, photograph, newspaper 
pamphlet, book or other publications, 
matter, or thing, of any kind in viola- 
tion c{ any of the provisions of this act, 
is hereby declared to be non-mailable 
matter and shall not be conveyed in the 
mails or delivered from any postoffice 
or by any letter carrier.” 

Cozies of The Jeffersonian have been 
held up at Savannah, Ga., and Tampa, 
Fla., under this section, The postoffice 
department holds that the continuity 
of tne publication has thereby been 
broken, and that a new application must 
be made for admission to the second- 
class privilege. 

Mr. Watson in his brief holds that the 
preak in continuity was not due to his 
failure to publish regularly, but to the 
government's action in holding up his 
publication, and that he should not be 
punished on that account. The view of 
the department is that he has broken 
the law and thus denied himself the en- 
joyment of the second-class mails sub- 
sidy. | 

It is also believed here that the latest 
publication of Mr. Watson has aggra- 
vated his offense. The language of his 
editorials is construed here as an at- 
tempt to arouse the negroes and igno- 
rant white people of Georgia against 
the federal government. 

May be Serious for Watson. 

What may prove to be even more se- 
rious than the suppression of Mr. Wat- 
e0n’'s paper is the possibility of his be- 
ing found guilty under the following 
section of the espionage act, which has 
been called to the especial attention of 
those who have interceded for Mr. Wat- 
son:

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ADAMSON DEFENDS 
SORPTION LAN 


Georgia Congressman An- 
swers Constituents Who 
Urge Him to Work for the 
Repeal of Draft Measure.

Washington, July 28.—(Special.)— 

fpresentative W. C. Adamson, in a 
formal statement replying to resolu- 
tons addressed to him by certain of 
his constituents in opposition to the 
army draft law, tells them their course, 
if it had been adopted, would put the 
country in the predicament of having 
“gone to war without an’ army.” 

He shows that no other possible 
course was open to the United States 
to “face millions of men and forty 
years of preparation” on part of Ger- 
many. He expresses the belief that 
the people of his district will stand 
With the United States against the 
kaiser, and realize he is a better friend 
than those who give them false advice. 

When the people who are now op- 
posing tle draft study the question in 
all of its phases, he says they will be- 
come convinced that congress did the 
only thing that would help win the 
war. 

Judge Adamson’s Letter. 

Representative Adamson’s letter fol- 
lows: 


Messrs. Sam Roberts, J. P. Blanken- 
anip, G. S. Matthews, E. J. Lane and 
J. . Muse, Temple, Ga.—Gentlemen: 
I have your favor of the 25th inst. 
advising me that a mass meeting has 
been held which 
requesting me to use my influence for 
the repeal of the selective draft act. 

I regret exceedingiy that anybody in 
our district, and especially that you, 
my friends in our home county, should 
permit yourselves to be drawn _ into 
using any such language or harboring 
such sentiments. 

We are in a war with the most ter- 
rific military power that ever was on 
earth. We were forced into that war 
by assaults, injuries and threats which 
no self-respecting people could endure, 
and which no people could submit to 
without the certainty of future destruc- 
tion. Submission to German aggres- 
sions meant that when resistance in 
Europe was overcome destruction 
wouid extend to the United States.

An American ship anywhere on the 
open seas is American territory. Sink- 
ing an American ship on the open seas 
and destroying American lives were 
equivalent to invading and burning 
Temple, Ga., and killing every man, 
woman and child in it. The same prin- 
ciple that would destroy our ships on 
the seas would destroy our coast cities 
and anything else. Having taken up 
arms in self-defense we knew we had 
to face millions of men and 40 years 
of preparation for conquest. We had 
to have an army and we had to have it 
quick. 

Volunteer System Attacked. 

Those who oppose the draft system 
if they succeed would leave us in the 
predicament of having gone to war 
without an army. The commonest intel- 
ligence can recognize that the volun- 
teer system will not raise a sufficient 
army. The only way to raise an army 
was to place the service upon all the 
people alike. If we had relied on the 
volunteer system and allowed the best 
men to volunteer and go off and fight 
and get killed then we would have had 
no army in the field and very few good 
men left at home. We had to have a 
large army and the only way to get it 
was by the plan adopted. All are under 
the same obligation to serve, the will- 
ing and the unwilling. 


The hill has been passed and the 


draft has been made and the men are| 


being called to our colors. The canton- 
ments are almost ready for their train- 
ing. In anticipation of their early 
readiness for the field the regular army 
has already gone to France to resist 
Germany. We have probably 75,000 or 
100.000 American soldiers in the fight 
in Europe. It would be a fine betrayal 
of them and carry frantic joy to the 
kaiser if they could read in the papers 
about defection in the United States 
evidenced by democratic congressmen 
voting to repeal the whole legislative 
fabric designed to maintain our defense 
in the war. That mere announcement 
fn. the papers would be equivalent to 
an overwhelming German victory. 
There is no such blood as that in. me 
and Y don’t believe there is in vom’ It 
would he a beautiful collapse and a 
beautiful thrust at the vitals of our 
country and our success in the war for 
my colleagues and me to vote to repeal 
that law. 

Your resolution: don't say 
about sending soldiers to France. JT am 
surprised that it don’t. Usually that 
is coupled with the other suggestion. 
T will just suggest here that the place 
to whin the enemy is where it is doing 
its fighting. and if we can get them

One Wheatless Meal.

Of Georgia to observe one wheatless 
|meal per day. By so; doing the state 


' could decrease her wheat demand by | 


| 1,000,000 bushels which would then be 
|available for the feeding of the allied 
nations. It is hoped that one hundred 
million bushels of wheat may be saved 
by the people of the United States 
through conservation for exportation 
abroad and, if this is to be accomplish- 
ed, every one must help. The substitu- 
tion of corn products instead of wheat 
is suggested for the midday meal. 

lhe saving of two cents per meal by 
each individual, which is the equivalent 
of a loaf of bread per day, will amount 
to $2,000,000;000 at the end of a& year.

maintain satisfactory prices; and to 
control shipments abroad. 

Though the wheat and oat crop were 
Short this year in the state on account 
of the intense cold, still Georgia has 
answered the appeal for greater food 
crops by increaging her corn crop, ac- 
cording to recent estimates, by 2,000,- 
000 bushels, her potato crop by 538,000 
bushels and her sweet potato crop by 
2,630,000.

Deputy Sheriff and Negro Are 
Killed at Chester—Alleged 
Negroes Opened Fire. 


Chester, Pa., July 28.—David 
Schwartz, a deputy sheriff, and an un- 
identified negro were shot and killed 
here late tonight in a fight in the 
heart of the negro section. The shoot- 
ing occurred after a day of quiet fol- 
lowing the disorders of the last two 
nights, and was the result of the send- 
ine of a number of policemen and 
guards into the neighborhood after a 
crowd of negroes Shad opened fire on 
two guards, 

The two guards retreated after 
emptying their pistols and then sent a 
riot call to city hall. 

Schwartz drove an automobile load 
of guards and policemen to the scene. 
When the motor car arrived a number 
of negroes started firing, and Schwartz 
fell dead. After the crowd was dis- 
persed the body of a negro was found. 
According to the Molice, he was a 
guard in the employ of the proprietor 
of a negro hotel near the scene of to- 
night’s shooting.

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Plant for Manufacture 
Inner Tubes and Automo- 

bile Tires Will Be Estab- 
lished Here. 


Announcement was made yesterday 
that the Doss Rubber & Tube company, 


Inc., will build and equip a large plant 
here for the manufacture of inner tubes 
and automobile tires. On August 28, 
more than two hundred stockholders of 
the company will meet at the Ansley 
hotel to discuss plans for commencing 
on the construction of the plant at an 
early date. ; 

The new factory will employ at the 
beginning between fifty and seventy- 
five men and women, but this number 
will later be increased to about two 
hundred and fifty. 

The plant will manufacture under 4 
new method of construction an inner 
tube designed to meet the puncture 
menace, 

The tube is known as the “Doss 
Puncture-Closing - Inner-Tube.” It 
comprises a greater thickness of body 
than the ordinary inner tube, with 
certain uniform undulated corrugated 
surfaces which, when the tube is in- 
flated, are forced out in a circumferen- 
tial alignment with the fabric of the 
casing, placing the rubber of the tube 
under a constant state of compression, 
by which means all holes made by nails 


and other pointed objects are automat- 
ically closed, thereby preventing escape 


of air. 

The Doss company is now operating 
a plant in Newark, N. J., for the man- 
ufacture of these tubes.

F inancial Condition of Country Sounder 
Than Indicated by Money Loaning Rates 


New Financing Past Week 
on Larger Scale Than for 
Any Similar Period Since 
U. S. Entered War—Gen- 
eral Financial Review. 


New York, July 28.—(Special.)—The 
stock market has been largely a pro- 
fessiona] affair during the past week, 


yet there are continual signs that the | 


public is anxious to take a greater 
amount of interest in securities than it 
has recently. From time to time there 
are evidences that if the pending un- 
certainties were cleared up there would 
be a broad and active market for stocks 
immediately, and while there would 
probably ‘be efforts made after a con- 
siderable advance to stop too much in- 
flation, still it is believed that the banks 
and the financial leaders would not be 
adverse to higher prices than now pre- 
Vail. If the public started to run away 
with the market and speculative com- 
mitments are extended to a degree 
where the market is just a big general 
gamble, such as was the case last Octo- 
ber and November, then it is believed 
that not only the important banking in- 
terests, but the government would in- 
terfere in securities trading. 


Public Edging In. 
_ The evidences that the public is try- 
ing to edge in, however, are numerous, 
and even the possibility of drastic ac- 
ticn to prévent too much advance, 
though it takes away the long-shot pos- 
sibilities of stocks, has not prevented 
speculative rises of considerable pro- 
portions in a number of the war stocks 
during the past week. This is particu- 
larly true of several of the leading war 
Stocks in the outside market, where 
there is not the heavy hand of a pro- 
fessionally bearish group of traders, 
as is the case on the exchange, to stop 
the public from having a little fling 
in stocks. There has been an enor- 
mous publie following gathered in the 
aeroplane and in some of the oil stocks 
in the outside market, however, the 
kind of buyers that made the stock ex- 
change a seething cauldron of specula- 
tion and gambling in the autumn of 
1916. These people have also taken 
some small part in trading in the listed 
war stocks, but they have met no en- 
couragement there and have contin- 
ually found that whenever stocks start- 
ed to move there was immediately a big 
group of professionals who sold it short 
and not only stopped the advance, but 
destroyed all of the ground gained. 
No Big Profits Recently. 

There has not been any big profit on 
the short side in stocks recently; on 
the other hand, however, as the market 
has moved upwards on every sign of 
short covering and frequently prevent- 
ed the bears from making any profit‘at 
all. There has also been resistance to 
al] attempts to bring about heavy de- 
clines, as banking interests, while not 
showing any eagerness for a bull mar- 
ket, are just as anxious to prevent A 
general decline in stocks as they are to 
stop undue inflation. This operates to 
keep stocks dull, but this is the time 
of vear when it is normal for stocks 
to be dull. The short interest in = se- 
curities has grown to unusual propor- 
tions, principally because there has been 
such a vast amount of pessimism re- 
cently that many professionals have 
gone short on every small rally in 
stocks, but have not found it easy to ov- 
er at a profit and thus have staved 
short. If there is ever any general cov- 
ering mcvement in a short space of 
time, it will probably result in a mate- 
rial advance even if the buying for long 
account is small. 

The market has now worked itself 
into a position where only very bad 
news is expected to cause any serious 
declines, and anv very good news would 
probably be followed bv a sharp ad- 
vance. In other words, it is hadlv over- 
sold in dependence on unfavorable tax 
and price fixine policies at Weashing- 
ton. and therefore any improvement 
that mav be made in the pending leg- 
islation would vrobably be regarded as 
good news on stocks. 

Time Money Hard. 


The money market has been Irregular, 
with call money not much in demand, 
and therefore hovering between 2 and 
3 per cent most of the week, but with 
time funds closely held by most of the 
banks, with the result that time money 
has only been available for borrowers 
who were willing to advance their bids. 
The war needs are expected to in- 
crease the shortage of funds to such a 
degree that tight money is expected 
during the rest of the vear. There isa 
marked sentiment against inflation in 
the money market, also against the is- 
suance of anv extra or emergency paper 
currency unless it is absolutely neces- 
sary, and this tn itself will mean much 
tighter money while the wer lasts than 
would he the case if the usual methods 
for inflating currency, such as have 
heen practiced in this countrv and in 
Europe in times of stress in the past, 
were resorted to. The increase tn the 
amount of currency of all kinds in war 
times usually keeps down loaning rates, 
but it also means a sharp revision 
downward of ll articles of valve after 
the war is ended, and the banking an- 
thorities of this country are prenaringe 
alreadv for the manv unavoldahble re- 
visions which will be necessarv when 
the war ends, and they therefore do not 
wish to add anythine to the burden by 
havine a vast amount of unsecured pa- 
per currency to retire. 


The foreign exchange market has 


been without special feature, save for 
the gyrations of Russian exchange, for 
some time. The prospects of additional 
loans to our allies has kept their ex- 
change firm here, while the improve- 
ment In the Russian internal political 
Situation has aided roubles in the last 
few days. 


New Financing. 


The new financing of the past week 
Or two has been on a larger scale than 
for any similar period since the country 
entered the war, which suggests that 
the financial condition of the country 
must be sounder than would be indi- 
cated by the money market loaning 
rates. It is believed that a number of 
large corporation issues will be made 
during the next few weeks, as new 
financing may be difficult again after 
the next government loan is announced, 
and it is probable that this will be be- 
fore the first of October. 

The dividend record of the last few 
weeks has been good, with the major- 
ity of corporations continuing their 
payments at the same rate as in the 
previous quarter. There have been sev- 
eral increases and one or two dividends 
have been passed, but the tendency asa 
whole is to keep the payments at about 
the same rate as before. 

Labor troubles are spreading 
throughout the country, but have had 
important effect only in the copper min- 
ing industry. The attitude of labor is 
becoming a serious problem to many 
corporations which are facing strikes 
unless wages are advanced, but there 
seems to be little prospect of settling 
the labor difficulties merely through 
spending more money on wages, as 
there have been several strikes which 
were undoubtedly stirred up by enemy 
agents. It is believed that the labor 
troubles in some industries will hecome 
worse rather than better until a con- 
dition is reached where it will be nec- 
essary for the government to interfere. 


Large Earnings. 

The report of several corporatiogs for 
the second quarter of 1917 and of others 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, have 
been made public, and in nearly all 
instances it has been found that earn- 
ings have been on a larger scale than in 
the preceding period with which com- 
parisons are made. The Steel corpora- 
tion report, for instance, is expected to 
show larger earnings than in the first 
quarter, for thg@ three months ending 
June 3, as nearly all other steel com- 
panies which have reported have shown 
such increases. This is further proof 
that business is now better than it ever 
was in many lines, and while a few in- 
dustries have experienced some letting 
up in their business, most of them are 
looking forward to even a bigger quar- 
ter or half year for the current three or 
six months than in the Jast period. Busi- 
ness on the books ef many corporations 
is so large that they are nearly certain 
to have as large earnings for the next 
six months to 2 vear as they have had. 

A serious shortage of petroleum is 
feared by leading authorities. and warn- 
ings have therefore heen {issued that 
private consumers shall not: waste sup- 
nlies. in order to prevent drastic action 
if they do waste enough so that there 
is too much drain on stored oil this 
year. H. P.

New York, July 28.—Short covering 
was again the paramount influence in 
today’s light operations, the over-sold 
condition of the list being seen in the 
1 to 2 point gains recorded by leading 
stocks, notably war issues. 

Advances were largely surrendered 
in the profit-taking of the final hour, 
the market closing, however, with a 
firm tone, shippings, motors, leathers 
and secondary specialties sharing 1n 
the temporary rise, but rails were ig- 
nored throughout, the only feature In 
that division being St. Paul, which re- 
tained half of its 2-point gain. 

United States Steel at one time show- 
ed a one-point rise at 123%, but for- 
feited virtually all its advantage, other 
industrials and equipments reacting 
similarly. Industrial Alcohol was 4% 
points up at its top on active trading 
but yielding in part. 

Metals and shipping were inconspic- 
uous, except for Atlarttic, Gulf and West 
Indies, which rose almost 2 points on 
its May statement of earnings, but soon 
fell back. 

The bank statement reported an ac~ 
tual loss of almost $50,000,000 in re- 
serves of members held by the federal 
reserve bank and a decrease of slightly 
more than $37,000,000 in excess reserves. 
still leaving the total excess well more 
than $100,000,000. 

Ronds were irregular on very limited 
offerings, the Liberty issue being quot- 
ed at 99.38 to 99.40, with occasional 
gales as low at 99.35. Total sales, par 
Value, aggregated $1,270,000.

Financing the Allies. 


Besides our own home demands, we 
have been called on to finance our al- 
lies in the war. Since we entered the 
conflict in April we have loaned our 
allies $1,500,000,000 or at the rate of 
four times more than we were lending 
them at this period last year This 
week we loaned Russia another $75,- 
000,000; it was semi-officially stated a 
day later#that Canada had arranged to 
borrow $100,000,000 in this market: 
that statement was followed by Secre- 
tary McAdoo’s announcement that this 
country’s war requirements must be 
increased by $5,000,000,000. Thus fast- 
er and faster turns the power wheel 
that generates the electricity which 
lights our homes and makes some cogs 
revolve in almost every industry. 

All of which spells inflation. And 
inflation will continue as long as the 
war lasts. And as long as inflation 
continues to mark a wider circle 
everybody is going to have more 
money in bank. But while the bank 
accounts of the individual piles up, 
the buying power of a dollar will grow 
less and less That is the penalty 
which must be paid for inflation. It 
is what President Wilson meant in his 
message to congress on April 2 when 
in foreshadowing our war financing 
he said: 

“What this wfll involve is clear. It 
will involve the most practical co- 
operation in counsel and action with 
the governments now at war with 
Germany, and, as incident to that, the 
extension to those governments of the 
most liberal financial credits, in or- 
der that our finances may, as far as 
possible, be added to theirs. It will 
involve also, of course, the quality of 
adequate credits .to the government 
sustained, I hope, so far as they can 
equitably be sustained, by the present 
/ generation, by well conceived taxation 
because it seems to me that it would 
be most unwise to base the credits 
which will now be necessary, entirely 
on money borrowed. It is our duty

New York, July 28.—(Special.)— 
Doubting Thomases looking for evi- 
dence of nation-wide prosperity, can 
find interesting material in this week's 
announcement from Washington re- 
garding the payments that have been 
made by the big outside public on the 
Liberty Loan bonds. In the original 
official statement of the government 
war bond offering, it was pointed out 
that 2 per cent would be due the day 
the subscription list was closed, June 
15, then 18 per cent on June 28, and 
the balance in three other installments 
running to August 30. It was figured 
that practically everybody would take 
advantage of the five easy-term pay- 
ments, 2 per cent, 18, 20, 30 and 809. 
But now we find from this week's 
Washington dispatches that up to June 
30, with only 20 per cent, or $400,000,- 
000 of the five installments actually 
due, a total had been paid in of 
$1,385,024,456. That means that 40 per 
cent of the whole $2,000,000,000, or 
$800,000,000, has voluntarily been paid 


by subscribers ahead of time. 

Certainly no one would ask for more 
convincing evidence of general country- 
wide prosperity. But here the question 
arises, how long will the average citi-_ 
zen continue to have so much money 
that he can pay off 4.per cent of his 
debts not yet due?

ALL GRAINS JUMP 
ON STRIKE ADVICES

Anxiety Over Possible Ship- 
ping Complications Goes a 
Long Ways Toward an All- 
Round Advance in Wheat, 
Corn, Oats and Provisions.

Chicago, July 2&.—Anxiety over ship- 
ping complications due to the switch- 
men’s strike, did a good deal today to 
cause an all-round advance in values 
of grain and provisions. Corn finished 
strong, %c to 3%c net higher, with 
September at $1.63% and December 
$1.19%% to $1.19%. 

Wheat closed unsettled, 3c to 8c up 
at 2.60 July and 2.29 September. 

Oats showed a jump of 1% to 1%&C 
and provisions 10c to 27c. 

Disturbing effects of the strike mani- 
fested themselves especially in the corn 
trade, where shorts made a general 
rush to cover and speculative buying 
was active. In addition to the strike, 
continued drought damage reports 
tended to lift prices. Complaints that 
injury had been rendered worse by ex- 
treme heat referred to a broad stretch 
that included much of Texas, Oklaho- 
ma, Kansas and Nebraska. Notwith- 
standing that the hot weather was con- 
ceded to be of great benefit to the crop 
in the central belt. 

Unfavorable crop news North 
Dakota and western Canada increased 
bullish sentiment regarding wheat. 

The chief other bullish factor aside 
from the indirect tnfluence of the strike 
was the prospect of final agreement on 


the terms of the food control bill with 
a provision for a generous minimum 
fixed price to be paid for wheat at 
primary centers. Despite the outlook 
of a huge crop, the oats market rose 
with corn. The strike of switchmen 
here gave reason for serious apprehen- 
sion that the movement of the crop 
might be delayed. 

Strike difficulties curtailing the ar- 
rival of hogs led to @ decided upturn 
in provisions.

The Woodmen circle did not adjourn 
yesterday, and it may not adjourn be- 
fore the middle of this week.

BUDGET SYSTEN 


Measure Introduced by Ste- 
phen Pace, of Sumter, 
Would Keep Appropria- 
tions From Exceeding 
Revenue. 


One of the most important measures 
before this general assembly and one 
that is bound to elicit serious atten- 
tion from the people of Georgia, was 
introduced in the house Friday by 
Representative Stephen Pace, of Sum- 
ter. Mr. Pace is one of the new men 
in the house, and a very young one, 
too, but he has already made his mark, 
and the close consideration which he 
has given to a number of pressing 
problems is sure to give him a posi- 
tion of influence among the public men 
of the state in the not distant future. 

The bill of Mr. Pace proposes’ to 
adopt the budget system for Georgia, 
a system that has been tried in Eng- 
land from time immemorial, and which 
is already in successful operation in 
a number of states. Its adoption was 
urged by Governor Dorsey in his in- 
augural address and subsequent mes- 
sage to the legislature. 

Instead of the haphazard and dis- 
connected method of raising revenue 
and making appropriations now in 
vogue, a system, or, rather, absence of 
system, which has been very embar- 
rassing to governors and has several 
times brought the seate to the verge of 
temporary bankruptcy, Mr. Pace pro- 
poses to link together income and out- 
go, so that at no time it may be pos- 
sible for appropriations to exceed an- 
ticipated revenue. 

What Bill Proposes. 


To accomplish this, the bill proposes: 
First, the creation of an efficiency 


and economy commission, composed 
of the governor as chairman, the at- 
torney general, the comptroller gen- 
eral, the state treasurer and the state 
auditor of public accounts, an office 
created by the bill. 

Second, then on or before the tenth 
day of each legislative session said 
commission shall prepare and the gov- 
ernor shall submit to each house 
“a state budget of estimated revenue 
and recommended expenditures for the 
ensuing fiscal year.” 

Third, that said budget shall contain 
a statement of the total assessed 
property valuation of the state, public 
debt and interest charged thereon, to- 
tal receipts and expendityres for the 
past four years, detailed and summar- 
ized estimate of revenwe for the ensu- 
ing fiscal year, classified as to sources; 
total expenditure of the state during 
the previous fiscal year, classified as 
to each department and institution; a 
complete plan of proposed expendi- 
tures for the ensuing year; measures 
of taxation to increase the state’s rev- 
enue; statement of assets, liabilities, 
reserve and surplus or deficit; state- 
ment of balance between proposed ex- 
penditures and estimated revenue; ex- 
planations of increased or decreased 
appropriations and other necessary in- 
formation 

Budget a Public Document. 

Fourth, that said budget shall be a 
public document, printed and _ copies 
furnished members of the legislature, 
the press, public libraries, and given 
such other publicity as the governor 
may see fit 

Fifth, that the said efficiency com- 
mission shall present to the governor 
and he to the legislature a bill or bills 
to be known as budget bills, which 
shall be delivered to the presiding of- 
ficer of the house, and referred by him 
to the appropriation committee, and 
immediately introduced by the chair- 
man of such committee. 

Sixth, that said efficiency and econ- 
omy commission shall not recommend 
appropriations in excess of estimated 
revenue, and where additional appro- 
priations are deemed necessary, said 
commission may suggest plans for 
raising such additional revenue. 

Seventh, that in case the general as- 
sembly appropriate funds for any fis- 
cal year in excess of the revenue for 
said year, the governor is authorized 
to scale or reduce such appropriations 
made for such year, whether contained 
in the budget bills or supplementary 
appropriation bills, keeping in vtew 
the relative importance and need of 
each appropriation so made. 

Bighth, that the legislature shall not 
consider other appropriation bills un- 
til said budget appropriation bills have 
been finally acted upon, and that every 
supplementary appropriation bill shall 
be embodied in a separate bill limited 
to one object or purpose.

We believe all that God has revealed, all that He does now reveal, and we 
believe that He will yet reveal many great and important things pertaining 
to the Kingdom of God. (Articles of Faith, No. 9.) 

Revelation, direct and personal from God to man, is the dominant theme 
of Scripture. Expunge from the Bible all record of actual revelation and 
reference thereto, anu what remains? Nothing more than a variety of histor- 
ical sketches, chronicles, genealogical data, sume chapers of ethical value, a 
few poetical rhapsodies, proverbs and allegories. 


Livery believer in the authenticity ot the Holy Bible acknowledges that | 


God literally spake to Adam, Enoch, Noah, Abraham, Jacob, and Moses, and 
that specific revelation was given to Israel during the time of the Judges, and 


on to David and Solomon, thence fo John, who was the immediate forerunner | © mes & 
at ' 


of the Messiah. The actuality of Divine revelation through duly constitute 
prophets, seers and revelators, has been so generally accepted throughout the 
ages, and is so abundantly attested, that by all rules of argument and debate 
the burden of proof naturally and properly falls upon him who denies. - 

Continued revelation of the Divine will and purpose is in harmony with 
the spirit of the times. In no phase of human etfort and advancement, save 
only that @f the soul's salvation, do men venture to assert or even think that 
we have learned all there is to learn. What of a college professor, in chemis- 
try, geology, or astronomy, who would confine his stuagents to the conning of 
books that tell of early discoveries, with the dictum that nothing remains to 
be discovered, instead of guiding them in laboratory and field, and in the 
searching of the outer deep with telescope and spectroscupe, with the confi- 
dent hupe of finding new truths? 

Revelation is God’s means of communication with His children, and we 
deny the consistent and unchangeable Character of Deity when we say that 


God has revealed Himself to man, but cannot or will not do so again. Is it, 


reasonable to hold that in one age the Church of Christ was blessed, enlight- 
ened, and guided by direct revelation and that at another time the Church is to 
be left to itself, sustained only by the dead letter of earlier days? 
Chureh must be in vital communication with its Divine Head. “Where 
there is no vision, the people perish.” (Proy. 29:15); and “Surely the Lord God 


(Amos 3:7.) 

The Christ Himself was a revelator, through whom the Father's will was 
made known to man. Notwithstanding His personal authority dS Jehovah, 
God though He had been, was, and is, while He lived as a Man among men 
Jesus Christ declared His work to be that of One greater than Himself, from 
whom He had been sent, and by whom He was instructed and directed. Note 
His words: “Fer 1 have not spoken of myself; but the Father which sent me, 
he guve me a commandment, what I should say, and what [I should speak. And 
I know that his commandment is life everlasting: whatsoever I speak, there- 
fore, even as the Father said unto me,.so I speak.” (John 12:49, 50.) 2 urther; 
“The words that I spenk unto you I speak not of mysclf, but the Father that 
dwelleth in me, he dvueth the works. . . . And as the Father gave me command- 
ment, even so I do.” (John 14:10-31.) 

The recreant and unbelieving Jews rejected their Lord because He came to 
them with a new revelation. Had they not Moses and the prophets? What more 
could they need? They openly boasted “We are Moses’ disciples,” and added, 
“We know that God spake unto Moses; as for this fellow, we Know not from 
whence he is” (John 9:28, 29). Those who deny the possibility of present- 
day revelation are not distinguished by originality; they follow a beaten path, 
hard trodden by ignoble feet. 

The Apostles ministered under the guiding influence of revelation. Paul 
writing to*the Corinthians, said: “But God hath revealed them (Divine Truths) 
unto us by his Spirit: for the Spirit searcheth all things, yea, the deep things 
ef God. For what man knoweth the things of a man, save the spirit of man 
which is in him? even so the things of God knoweth no man, but the Spirit of 
god.” (I. Cor. 2:10-12.) 

The imperative need of continued revelation appears in the fact that new 
conditions and unprecedented combinations of circumstances arise with the 
passage of time, and Divine direction alone can meet the new issues. We read 
of statutes having been ordained and subsequently superseded when a more ad- 
vanced stage of the Divine plan had been reached. Thus, the Law of Moses was 
binding upon Israel from the time of the exodustothatofthe Savior’s ministry; 
but Christ substituted a higher law than that of carnal commandments, which 
had been given because at the time the people were unprepared for the Gospel 
(Read Matt. 5:17-48, and Book of Mormon, 8 Nephi 15:4-8.) : 

The Apostle John knew that in the last days, these present days, the voice 


* Of God would be heard calling His people from the Babylon of sin to the Zion 


of safety: “And I heard another voice from heaven, saying, Come out~of her, 
my people, that ye be not partakers of her sins, and that ye receive not of her 
Plagues.” (Rev. 18:4; see also 14:6.) 

Nephi, an ancient prophet whose record appears in the Book of Mormon 
addressed himself to the unbelievers of the last days, and thus predicted the 
bringing forth of additional Scriptures: “And it shall come to pass, that the 
Lord God shall bring forth unto you the words of na book, and they shall be 
the words of them which have slumbered. And behold the book shall be sealed: 
and in the book shall be a revelation from God.” (2 Nephi 27:6, 7.) Through 
the Hebrew prophet Malachi the Lord promised additional revelation in the last 
days, by the coming of Elijah with a special and particular commission (Mal. 
4:5, 6). These prophecies have been fulfilled to the letter in modern time. the 
first by the bringing forth of the Book of Mormon and its publication to the 
world; the latter by the inauguration of vicarious work for the dead through 
personal visitation of Elijah, a work now in vigorous prosecution in the Tem- 
ples erected and maintained by the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 

Not only has the voice of God been heard in modern times, but His words 
spell rebuke and reproof unto those who would close his mouth, and estrange 
Him from His people. Verily hath He spoken, “proving to the world that the 
Holy Scriptures are true, nnd that God does inspire men and call them to his 
holy work in this age and generation, as well as in generations of old, thereby 
showing that he is the same (Giod yesterday, to-day, and forever. (Doctrine

And again, Monroe 
county has 26 miles of the main high- 
way between Atlanta and Macon, and 
this road in Monroe traverses long 
hills, involving difficult and expensive 
engineering for improvement, so ex- 
pensive in fact that Monroe would find 
it an exceedingly extravagant venture 
to build a permanent road of these 26 
miles. 

Th result of these conditions {fs that, 
no matter how good the roads of Ful- 
ton, Bibb and Spalding may be, as a con- 
tinuous highway in the winter the At- 
lanta-to-Macon road is an impossibility. 

The facts in the case are that if the 
entire highway were made a permanent 
highway, fit for travel in all months 
of the year, it would be Bibb, Spalding 
and Fulton which would receive the 
most benefit, while Monroe, Pike, Clay- 
ton and Henry would have to make the 
heaviest proportionate sacrifices for the 
cost of the improvement.

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VARDON ON GOLF 


He says that every hole on every golf course is a problem in tactics, and that 
the average golfer makes his game poorer than it really should be because he over- 
locks this fact, which is seriously faced by every serious student of the game. 


(Editor’s Note—This is the fourth 
of a series of weekly articles writ- 
ten exclusively for The Constitu- 
tion, by the world’s most famous 
golfer.) 


BY HARRY VARDON. 

The World’s Most Famous Golfer. 

Very often the first thing to escape 
notice is that which is most obvious, 
and a circumstance which the average 
golfer is apt to overlook is that nearly 
every hole on every course is a proposi- 
tion in tactics. 
I am writing now of the hole as it 
stands as a problem by itself, untram- 
melled by any consideration as to the 
state of the match or medal round. 
Sometimes the position is so bad ‘that 
even the thinking player has to throw 
discretion to the winds, and make up 
his mind fora’ series of death-er-glory 
efforts, But that is not frequently the 
case, and what I would point out is 
that, day in and day out, four golfers 
in every five fail to realize that the 
hole is a problem.at all _ 

They see the flag stick in the dis- 
tance, and determine to make a bee 
line for it. Certainly we want to be 
close to it in as few strokes as pos- 
sible, but frontal assault is not al- 
Ways the best means to the end, By 
driving a few yards off the direct line, 
we may render the second shot very 
much easier. Naturally, it happens 
often that there is nothing better than 
the direct line. A weakness of the 
ordinary golfer is that invariably he 
bothers about nothing else. He does 
not stop to consider the most favorable 
lace from which to play his approach 
n relation to the slope of the green. 
That is precisely the matter on which 
he ought to reflect as he stands on the 
teeing ground, .He should always be 
thinking ahead. ~ 

A Model American Hole. 

As a result of either the cunning of 
the links’ architect or the configura- 
tion of the land, most holes reward 
the player who gives a moment's con- 
sideration to this question of tactics. 
It is a poor hole that does not incite 
the good golfer to such thought. For 
a long while, America was remiss in 
the matter of making the’ golf test a 
real problem. Holes were far too 
straightforward and easy. From let- 
ters which.I have.received, I gather that 
whole-hearted efforts to ‘remedy this 
defect have been made since’ 1913, when 
last I had the pleasure of visiting the 
United States, and the courses’ then 
were a hundred times more interesting 
than on the. occasion of my previous 
tour in 1899-1900. 

As a model, I could suggest nothing 
better than Detroit, assuming that it 
is now as I saw it three years ago. 
At Detroit, you have to “be playing 
the hole all the while; not merely slap- 
ping away at it. Archie Simpson, one 
of the most beautiful swingers of a 
golf club that ever Scotland produced, 
said to me when [I played him in the 
age when he was past his prime: ‘The 

ame fetches against me now.” De- 
roit is not past its prime; it is only 
just coming into its kingdom. But, 
as golf itself did to happy Archie Simp: 
son, it fetches against vou. 

All the while you are hard up against 
the proposition of conquering the dif- 
ficulties. The second hole, so far as 
I can recollect it, was one of the best 
on the course. You had to place your 
drive to a nicety so as to open up the 
green; if your tee shot went agley, 
rou had bunkers to carry with a very 
ong second shot. You deserved all the 
Satisfaction you enjoyed if you ef- 
fected that carry, but it was much sim- 
pler to put the tee shot in the right 
place. That, I submit, is golf as golf 
should be. 

A Fascinating Drive and Chip Hole. 


Another hole that I liked immensely 
in America was one at Mayfield It 
was just 4 Crive and a chip. But how 
interesting a drive and how fascinating 
a chip! It was slightly dog-legged, 
With a river on the right. You had 
to place your drive precisely so as to 
carry over a corner of the river with 
your chip—truly a beautiful hole. May- 
field was one of the most natural- 
looking courses that I saw in America, 
and I enjoyed particularly the carries 
from the tees over the brows of hills. 
I hope it has not been altered much. 

And Brookline, where we played for 
the championships—that had some fine 
holes. I remember especially the sec- 
ond, fifth and eleventh. At the first 
named, you had to place your drive to 
the right so as to have the full width 
of the green on to which to chip. If 
you drove anywhere else you had a 
huge bunker to carry with your ap- 

roach. The beauty of the fifth hole 
ay in the testing nature of the second 
snot, made either a brassie or an iron, 
according to the wind and the length 
of your tee shot. This second stroke 
had to carry a-chain of bunkers, and 

a perfectly struck ball would 


eleventh, I thought, was the 
best hole on the course. You had to 


drive over 150 yards of long grass in 
a sort of miniature valley and then 
face a carry-over a water hazard with 


a cleek or iron. The green sloped to- 
wards you, so that there was every in- 
centive to hit this shot boldly, as there 
should be with every different ap- 
proach. It is good for the architect 
to remember that when he has the 
ground made for a testing hole, he 
should beware of overdoing its quali- 
ties as a trial by cramping the space 
on which the player has to approach. 
These are holes that occur to me at 
random as being worthy types for 
American courses. There were many 
other excellent tidbits, the numbers or 
natures of which I cannot readily re- 
call. What I would like to urge 15 
the desirability of their multiplication 
and the consequent encouragement of 
a race of thinking golfers. 
The Green Which Slopes a Little. 
Take the case of a green which slopes 
a little. If its drop is to the right, 
you must place your drive a trifle to 
the- right so as to have the tilt of the 
green on to which to approach. If,you 
drive down the middle, you will be 
pitching on to the side of the hill in- 
stead of against it, and that cannot fail 
to be a precarious operation. 
We have many holes in Britain 
which illustrate this point, as, for in- 
stance, the second at St. Andrews, 
where you must place your tee shot 
to the right so as to pitch your next 
shot against the slope of the green. 
At the thirteenth on the same historic 
course, you do best by driving so far 
to the left as to be on the fairway of 
the sixth hole, because then he have 
the green open, with its full length 
awaiting the run of the ball. If you 
drive straight, you have a bunker con- 
fronting you on the right, while the 
green is elevated to the dignity and 
danger of a plateau, with hills and 


hollows guarding it.

hole. It is the sixteenth. 
well to the right, you face the full 
width of the green and pitch against 
the slope. When you take the direct 
line, the green is hidden by hedges and 
trees. 

The number of golfers who, at short 
holes, utterly disregard this question 
of tactics is extraordinary. The aver- 
age player is particularly fond of a 
short hole. He may be one of the mul- 
titude of long handicap men, but he 
never fails to believe in his ability to 
obtain a three when the pin is situated 
no more than 150 or 160 yards from 
the tee. And yet how does he set 
about the task of achieving this appa- 
rently simple feat? As a rule, he se- 
lects a starting place in the middle of 
the teeing ground, regardless of the 
direction of the wind and the inclina- 
tion of the green, and tries to play 
straight on the pin. 

A Question of Wind. 

That is all right when the green is 
level and there is no wind, but, in other 
circumstances a moment’s reflection 
will probably mean the difference be- 
tween a successful and an unsuccessful 
shot. Suppose the wind is blowing 
from left to right. The game then is 
to begin on the right hand side of the 
teeing ground so as to hit the ovall into 
the wind. Then you can play the shot 
with far greater power and confide:ice 
heecause you know that the wind will 
hold up the ball when it is losing :ts 
initial velocity. 

If you play straight down the course 
from the middle of the teeing ground, 
as most golfers do, the wind will get 
hold of the ball near the finish and 
take it off the line. There is a kind 
of corner in the atmosphere at which 
to aim so that the wind will hold up 
the ball at the right time. One cannot 
describe its exact location, since it has 
no corporeal existence, but it can be 
conceived and felt by anybody who 
takes the trouble to consider the ¢ey- 
tent to which the air is disturbed. 

If the green happens to slope in the 
same direction as that in which the 
wind is blowing, then you are indeed 
in clover, for in addition to holding the 
ball up to that imaginary corner in 
space, you will strike the incline when 
the object drops, and the combination 
ought to be quite sufficient to insure 
the ball stopping on the green, 

When Putting Green Is Unguarded. 

When the putting green is unguard- 
ed by bunkers, and no more than a 
moderately short approach has to be 
nttempted, it is as well for the player 
to consider whether he shall pitch the 
ball or run it up. Personally, I think 
that pitching is the safer method in 
most cases; certainly it is so when cne 
is playing against the slope of the 
green, and in most cases it is so when 
one is capable of applying ‘‘cut’”’ to the 
ball with the mashie so as to make it 


bite the ground when it falls and stop. | 


But the average golfer does not care 
to risk the “cut’’ mashie shot, which 
needs skilful execution, and, presented 
with a green which falls a little away 
from him or which, even being level, 
is so keen as to make the ball hard to 
check after its pitches, he is justified 
in depending upon the running-up shot 
so long as the ground in front is suit- 
able. A mid-iron is a good club With 
which to play this stroke, and, in order 
to reduce the loft of its face, one

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should stand a little more forward than 
usual. That is to say, the hands should 
be a trifle in front of the ball during 
the address. 

In order that neither small rises in 
the ground nor unseen impediments— 
such as particularly strong tufts of 
grass—shall check the run, it is desir- 
able to impart a little pull to the ball. 
That will enable it to overcome such 
obstacles, and it is easy to learn. It is 
a matter of turning the right hand 
haif over at the instant of impact, as 
though you were turning a Key in a 
lock. It is as well to remember that 
you can get a long way with a short 
back swing when the shot is accom- 
Plished in this manner, and, therefore. 
the clean hitting of the ball i 


always very well under control. 

I have a mongrel club which I use 
for the stroke; it is nearly straight- 
faced, and, for want of a better name, 
I call it a running-up mashie. A mid- 
iron, however, will meet the case if 
you stand a trifle forward, and so, for 
that matter, will an ordinary mashie. 
You can always reduce the loft by this 
procedure of addressing the ball with 
the hands just in front of it instead 
of level with it.

One of our Georgia fanciers has just 
received a notice of a proposed fancy 
vs. utility contest for egg prgqduction. 

This contest will be held dat Leaven- 
worth, an., beginning November 1 
and lasting one year. 

T. E. Quisenberry, president of the 
American School of Poultry Husbandry, 
will superintend the contest and this 
will insure absolute fairness to each 
entry. 

Mr. Quisenberry was formerly direc- 
tor of the Missouri state Experiment 
station and resigned to accept the poul- 


try exhibit end of the Panama-Pacific . 


exposition. His wonderful success at 
Frisco and the remarkable show that 
Was staged there is now a matter of 
poultry history. Nothing like it has 
ever been attempted or accomplished. 

The following circular was inclosed 
by Mr. Quisenberry and is self-explan- 
atory: 

The public wants to know facts re- 
Sarding our next contest. 

We propose to have only three pens 
of a variety. We wish to avoid having 
50 pens of Leghorns and only one to 
three pens of all other varieties, as this 
does not give all varieties the same 
chance. We can do this if you will 
show an interest in this contest and 
in your variety. 

We have selected an ideal location 
for holding this important contest. The 
grounds are in the thickly wooded roll- 
ing Hills of the Missouri river, on the 
outskirts of the city of Leavenworth, 
Kansas, the home of the United States 
military training station, Fort Leaven- 
worth, United States federal prison, 
Soldiers’ Home, state penitentiarv. This 
city is but a short ways north of Kan- 
gas City, Mo,, connected by seven rail- 
ways and an electric interurban. Thou- 
sands of interested parties will view 
the fowls in this contest every month. 

The contest ground is virgin soil, 
thickly covered with blue grass and 
white clover and is extra well shaded 
with large forest trees—mostly oaks. 

In most instances breeders, whose 
fowls have made good prize records in 
such exhibits as Boston, New York, Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, Kansas City, San Fran- 
cisco, etc., will own the fowl in this next 
contest. 

The contest will be made up of pens 
of pullets (hatched in 1917), and pens 
of hens (hatched prior to 1917). Hen 
pens will not compete with pullet pens. 
This will show whether or not certain 
varieties are so built as to be able to 
go through their second year making a 
profitable egg yield. 

Every fowl that goes into this con- 
test will be posed as near a natural po- 
sition as possible and photographed 
from three positions. A careful type- 
written, complete description, detailing 
its shape, color, weight, size and head 
points fully and a full set of sample 
feathers will be selected from every 
fowl. All fowls will be carefully meas- 
ured to determine the length, heighth, 
breadth and depth of their bodies. Ali 
this will be carefully carded and con- 
served for future value to the American 
Poultry association or any breeder who 
may wish to view or to benefit by them. 

A large number of leading poultry 
magazines, general farm and agricul- 
tural papers as well as many of the 
largest leading daily and weekly news- 
papers of the world have already writ- 
ten asking that we supply their editors 
with full monthly reports of this 1917- 
18 laying contest. We are now assured 
that these reports, in addition to being 
printed by scores of publishers of the 
United States, will also appear in pub- 
lications of several toreign countries. 

The editor of tnis department would 
be pleased to see the south represented 
in the coming contest.

Getting Ready for the Show. 


By E. C. Woody. 

We will give you a few points about 
getting your pigeons ready for the 
show. The first thing is to take the 
birds that you intend to show away 
from the other birds and put them in 
a loft to themselves so that they will 
‘be able to take the best of care of 
their plumage. This is very important, 
as condition counts more than any- 
thing else in the judge’s eye. And 
well it should unless the bird is other- 
wise not worthy of very much. After 
you have then in a loft to themselves 
see to HH that they cannot get into 
their feed and water, and also the 
grits, and also see to it that they have 
all the feed that they will eat and 
more, and that it is good feed and what 
they like. Have plenty of fresh water 
for them and iif it is convenient to 
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have it, have running water and ar-.,

If you live where you have the ad- 
vantage of attending the lawn shows 
of some of the clubs do so and also en- 
ter some of your birds if they take en- 
tries from others than the club mem- 
bers. This will give you an idea ‘also 
of what is expected of the birds as 
well as of yourself in the way of show- 
ing so that by the time that the fall 
Bhows are on you will have had some 
training along these lines. Nothing 
helps a beginner more than to attend 
shows and to show his or her birds 
and see just where they stand and 
where the points are lacking and the 
next season's matings will be different, 
also the next year’s results of such 
matings. 

I mean to very strongly impress on 
the beginner’s mind that if it is pos- 
sible for you to do so, attend as many 
shows as you can. It is money well 
spent. This article is intended for the 
squab breeding classes only as every 
variety of the fancy breeds of pigeons 
have geen gotten ready for the show- 
room in different ways as to the breed. 
In most of the fancy varieties there are 
to be no alighting boards at all 
where with the squab breed- 
ers there can be such. And 
they should be so that the birds will 
have exercise so as to show up well 
and not sit around lazily. Feed your 
birds if you have the time from your 
hands so that you will have them very 
tame and they will come home with the 
ribbons for you as they will not be 
afraid of the judge while he is work- 
ing with them. had, at one time, a 
hen that always won first, and I at- 
tribute most of it to the fact that 
whenever the judge would put his hand 
into the cage or coop or got very near 
sAe came up to him and talked pigeon 
talk and made friends. So, you see, 
there is something in gentleness with 

our birds. They are easy to train to 
ove as it is their natural instinct to 
do so. Now there are a lot of fraud- 
ulent tricks in getting birds in trim 
for show, but I will not tell any of 
them, as I advise all of you to show 
your birds as they are naturally and 
you will thus know just exattly what 
ro have and will come out in the end

Importance of Silos. 


(By J. F. Peterson, New Decatur, Ala.) 
After [I became the owner of a 
good truck farm here in the Tennessee 
Valley I was prompted to renew my 
enthusiasm for silos and silage as the 
farmer’s most essential feed for the 
winter months in this as well as in 
any other ection of the country if a 
man, at a reasonable cost, wants’ to 
maintain his stoak in good condition 
after they are taken off the fall pas- 
tures and-put up for winter care. 

Here in this fertile valley, the silo 
was nearly unknown up to last sea- 
s0n, when considerable interest was 
aroused by such mediums as_ yours 
and other good publications as well as 
by the different diversified farming or- 
ganizations throughout the southern 
States. 

I have been a close observer of the 
interest the southern farmers are tak- 
ing in this new idea advocated, and I 
began last year to advocate the use 
of silos in my immediate vicinity. I 
secured the agency for a good north- 
ern-made silo and the result of my 
efforts was that I unloaded, last fall, 
the first solid carload of silos ever 
brought into this territory. I gave my 
personal attention to the construction 
of all these silos, purchased cutters 
and superintended the fitting of each, 
and the results are that I have suc- 
cess to refer to. 

I have never seen finer ensilage than 
these people are feeding now, although 
I havg’ seen a good deal of it in the 
westérn states. J will just quote a re- 
mark one of these feeders made to me 
shortly after Christmas. Seeing me 
across the street he came over and 
told me that he never thought he could 
treat his cows to green pasture on 
Christmas day eve. 

“green pasture on Christmas 

That is what more of us should 
have for our stock, especially when it 
can be done at one-half the cost of 
cotton seed meal and hulls. 
. IT am longing to see the day when 
the southern farmer may retain his 
herd during the short winter season in 
Same shape he puts them up in the 
fall, and not continue to tear down in 
three or four months what he builds 
up the other eight or nine months in 
a& year. 

You ask me my plan for manufac- 
turing my newly-patented silo, and I 
can only say, at present, that I have 
not fully decided on a location as I 
have several points in view. One 
thing that I am sure of is that it will 
be manufactured in some of the 
southern states, and I propose to five 
the farmer the advantage in cost of 
production, saving paying freight on 
our home products to a northern fac- 
tory and back here again, besides one 
or two middlemen’s profit. 

My idea is to find the shortest route 
from “factory to farmer” and be in 
reach of all. This idea coupled with 
a silo that will sell entirely on “its 
own merits,” I cannot see why my ef- 
forts should not be of mutua : 
to all concerned. My superior points 
in construction are the points of four- 
teen years’ personal experience, but I 
fully understand that the “burden ‘of 
proof” is on me, but “I will be there 
with the goods.”

the successful squab plant, no matter 
the size, the place, or the breed pre- 
ferred, these things will be identical: 
Clean, dry, well ventilated lofts; clean, 
sound feed; clean, fresh water; clean 
grit and salt, clean nest boxes and 
Hye J of them; clean dry nesting ma- 
térial; clean, well mated, satisfied 
birds, and the only possible results, 
lots of clean, big, healthy squabs. To 
start with only as many pairs of birds 
as one can easily handle, and to re- 
frain from increasing that number 
until by the selling of their squab one 
has entirely regained the initial ex- 
pense of the enterprise, is a mighty 
gz00d way to discover if one has the 
necessary characteristics of a success- 
ful squab raiser. No chance of turn- 
ing an honest penny should be neg- 
lected, and putting off till tomorrow 
won't do. tven the cleanings from 
the floor, the roosts and the nest box- 
es should be sold or utilized as fer- 
tilizer. An easily discouraged enthu- 
Ssiast is no winner. 
Starting. 

One of the soundest and one of the 
most difficult rules to follow is, never 
allow squab saved for future breeding 
or any unmated birds to fly among 
mated pairs. Old-time breeders may 
tell you this is nonsense, that they 
had the greatest success, never both- 
ered themselves about cleanliness and 
Allowed all their birds liberty and 
freedom to do as they pleased. In 
those days squab raising was a hob- 
by, a side line. Modern intelligence 
and modern methods have turned a 
game into a legitimate business. Al- 
most daily we hear of men, long-time 
fanciers, and investigators of modern 
requirements.sand methods, abandoning 
their previous occupations in order to 
devote all their time and re to 
the business of squab raising. hese 
are the men who win, for they con- 
sider and weigh things carefully and 
no bit of knowledge is too small for 
them to turn over and over in their 
minds to be successfully applied in 
the furtherance of their interests at 
the first opportunity. 


Feeding. 

In the utility breeds, large, healthy, 
contented parents, unaided, will raise 
to market age large, healthy squab. 
In the fancy breeds, where racial pe- 
culiarities make nurses a necessity, ar- 
tificial feeding, that is, by machinery, 
should, I think, be a veritable boon, 
and for individual birds of great prom- 
ise or by accident deprived of feed- 
ers, 
for me, a success. For market birds, 
the extra work and time involved will 
give cause for a good deal of figuring 
before its exact usefulness is deter- 
mined. 

Banding. 

To continue to be a successful squab 
raiser, it is absolutely essential to keep 
an accurate record of the work ac- 
complished by one’s birds and though 
the most modern forms of record keep- 
ing seem complicated to some, the fol- 
lowing appears the simplest and best 
to me. Each loft has its own color; 
females banded on left foot, males on 
the right. For instance, all Carneaux 
red bands; all Kings white; all the 
Homers blue, and so forth; only the 
numbers being different for each pair. 
If the squab are to be saved for show 
or breeding purposes, they are banded 
in the nest with seamless A. P. C. year 
bands. Before placing them in the 
nurseries, they are banded with Burril 
bands, the same color and number as 
their parents. These bands require no 
fastening and the numbers are so clear 
that they can be read at a eat 
Wrapped around the leg they will stay 
indefinitely and the ease with which 
one can strip them off when replacing 
with a final mate number, is a con- 
sideration worth noting. All the rec- 
ord keeping required by the method 
is to jot down the number of the. newly 
mated hen with a pencil, the color of 
her parents’ band. Write the number 
of the cock with his parents’ color, join 
these two numbers with a bracket and 
write their mated number with the 
color of their new pen in the center. 

Nesting. 

The individual pen for each pair of 
breeders is one of the latest experi- 
ments to be put into practice and may 
ultimately prove sufficiently satisfac- 
tory to be used extensively. Certain it 
is that the doing away with possible 
fighting between cocks, the killing of 
young and destroying of eggs and nest 
in lofts would cause a great gain in 
the peace of mind of the average man, 
but whether the material saving of 
stock would be enough to pay for the 
f}additional time necessary in. the car- 
ing for the individual pens, time alone 
can prove, for this is a most modern 
idea. Mr. Ibbekin uses this method 
very successfully with his big Runts. 
Preparing for Market. 

Not so long ago there was a decided 
feeling that any old cross or common 
was good enough for market, but in 
the last few years a_ tremendous 
change has taken place and not only 
the squab raisers, but the market and 
commission men themselves take more 
interest in and pay better prices for 
clear-skinned, thoroughbred stock. No 
longer will the markets accept little 
dark specimens fully feathered, un- 
bled and of undoubted age. Modern epi- 
cures demand fat, juicy clear-skinned, 
well bled squab of undoubted youth 
and the successful squab man is the 
one who sees that the demand is satis- 
factorily supplied. Seeing is believ- 
ing, so feet and heads (things which 
cannot deceive) must be left intact and 
the squab bled through the mouth, 
Many men have many minds and secure 
the same results in many ways. The 
most satisfactory way, for me, is to 
have a series of funnels (at least five 
inches high. and in nunfber proportion- 
ate to the product to be treated) fas- 
tened at a convenient height above the

The 
undermanned farms of Europe are feel- 
ing the pinch of less food and a great- 
er demand than normal. The crowded 
munition factories of England and 
France have taken some of the best 
agricultural brains and brawn. of the 
countries. The consequence is that 
crops are smaller and poorer than for 
years, and just when they should be 
larger and of greater yield per acre. 
Former shipments of fertilizers for Eu- 
rope have almost entirely stopped, 
which has helped to bring about poor- 
er crop conditions. 

All these abnormal and adverse con- 
ditions mean some serious considera- 
tion. How will the war-rent world 
subsist? How will the fighting man at 
the front maintain his vigor and abil- 
im to strike back? How can we ex- 
ee to do our share in this world-em- 

racing struggle?’ To a very great ex- 

tent by sticking to our very plain, un- 
heroic tasks of hatching and brooding 
and feeding and watering and selling, 
and—then doing it all over’ again. 
Many a man wonders just where his 
work really shows. Perhaps we will 
not all receive medals for bravery for 
doing what we can, but we can con- 
sole ourselves with the thought that 
all of us are quite as important in 
bringing the present war to a success- 
ful termination as the man who carries 
his kit on his back and his rifle over 
his shoulder. 

President Richards, of our American 
Poultry association, certainly struck 
the right note when he urged all poul- 
trymen to stand by the flag and pro- 
duce 100,000,000 extra pounds of poul- 
try.

Even very late broil- 
ers and roasters are going to bring 
very goat prices this year. No matter 
how heavy may be the shipments of 
live stock, poultry or eggs this sea- 
son, there is a very hungry and never 
satisfied market waiting. 

It ig the one bright spot in the 
poultry business at the present time 
that we are looking forward to a 
period of the highest prices in the his- 
tory of the industry. And this is a per- 
fectly legitimate thing. Poultrymen 
will not for that reason reap profits 
to which they are‘not entitled. A great 
many industries certainly have earned 
dividends all out of proportion since 
the conflict in Europe, but the poul- 
tryman need not fear that he will be 
overstepping the bounds of business 
decency by accepting $1 per dozen for 
his eggs this winter. Anyone study- 
ing. market conditions and who com- 
pares them with the corresponding 
time last year, will see that we are 
doing no more than we should 
profit column. However, 
to me to be no particular cause for 
discouragement. For the man posses- 
ing good layers the prospect is really 
a brighter one than has been the case 
for the past few vears. 
ly has been a slump in the 
business up to a short time ago, 
many poultrymen feel far more 
couraged than discouraged today.

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The Torrens Land Bill. 


The members of the lower house of 
the general assembly of Georgia have 
passed the Barfield bill, approving the 
Torrens system of land registration in 
Georgia and it is to be hoped that the 
upper house and the gvvernor will see 
the wisdom of this legislation and also 
approve it. What is the Torrens sys- 
tein? There are no doub®but few read- 
ers of the daily and farm press who 
have not seen in the past few years 
repeated references to the Torrens sys- 
tei, but not all have had it explained 
well enough to them so that they could 
grasp its significance. To understand 
in what particulars it varies let us first 
review our present system of land ex- 
change. When one sells a piece of land, 
he gives the buyer a deed—a quwit- 
claim, warranty, administrator’s or 
sheriff's deed; in doing this he gives 
up his interest in the said land and 
may or may not agree to defend the 
title against all other claimants. 
These deeds are registered with the 
register of the county as a matter of 
record, though no obligation is assum- 
ed by the county or state, as to their 
warranty, when registering such titles. 

Title to land as expressed, even by 
a warranty deed, does not insure that 
the party holding it will always remain 
in undisputed possession of it. Unset- 
tled judgments against the giver of the 
deed, unpaid taxes, mortgages or claims 
of heirs who have not signed off their 
interests therein, may come up as 
may also claims of fraud or even forged 
deeds, either in the hands of another 
party or of some one through which it 
has come to the present owner. “Aye

Abstract of Title—And Repetition. 

Because of the facts that such claims 
may arise, an investor wishes to make 
sure of his investment and usually 
must go to the trouble to have the 
title investigated and get what is 
known as an “Abstract of Title.” To 
ret this, an abstractor, a title company 
or a lawyer goes through the records at 
county courthouse and traces the 
title to the given tract of land back 
through the various transfers through 
which it has come, even unto the orig- 
grant by congress or the crown. 

of these titles then must be 
traced back two or three hundred years 
and possibly through forty or fifty or 
more owners; as time goes on 
of course this work and the difficulty 
of performing it increases, as will also 
the expense. f the records should be 


|'destroyed by a courthouse fire, it would 
, be 


impossible to trace a title to its 
beginning and the more a property is 
divided and subdivided, the more diffi- 
cult the work of keeping the abstracts. 
Then again, the title company may find 
the record or title clear and so certify 
and guarantee to the purchaser though 
they vouch for only such facts as are 
recorded and may not find unrecorded 
items against the given tract. his 
then shows that the validity of a title 
though warranted by the seller and 
guaranteed by a title company may yet 
be questioned; only mere man is be- 
hind it and mere man is not infallible. 

Now, when this land is again sold, 
the new purchaser in turn demands a 
search of the titles to satisfy himself 
that he is making a safe investment 
this occurs every time that the 
land changes ownership, be tt twice a 
or thrice a century. Should the 
services of the same lawyer, abstractor, 
or title company be obtained, the ab- 
stract may or may not be obtained at 
less charge than for the original, since 
these men or these companies keep 
copies of the abstracts they make on 
file, and can give an abstract with 
but little additional investigation. 

The Torrens System, 

The Torrens system was devised by 
Mr. Torrens in South Australia in 1857. 
As a customs official he had noted the 
ease with which transfers of undivided 
shares in ships were effected; as regis- 
trar of deeds he noted the confusion 
and loss of time and the great expense 
attendant upon transfers of land and 
he devised the Torrens system of land 
registration to remedy the conditions 
he found to be existing in regard to 
land titles. The plan is a very simple 
one, and now holds forth in many dif- 
ferent countries. The main idea of the 
system is that the state guarantees the 
title and in place of having to defend 
his title should it be questioned, the 
state defends it for. him, in fact, a 
claimant would have to demand satis- 
faction from the state, as it would be 
impossible for him to get eontrol of 
the land in question, evey if his right 
to it were proven. Wowever, such a

WILL BE INCREASED 


To Meet Enormous Ex- 
penditures for War—Bulk 
of Increase From Incomes 
Rather Than From War 
Profits. 


Washington, July 28.—The senate fi- 
Mance committee reached a tentative 
agreement late today to revise the pres- 
ent $1,670,000,000 war tax bill so as 
to raise at least $1,943,000,060. The 
larger part of the increase to come 
from higher income taxes. 

Members of the committee said to- 
night it is possible the total of the bill 
before it gets to the senate will be 
$2,000,000,000. According to the pres- 
ent plan, about $230,000,000 of the in- 
crease will be obtained through higher 
income tax rates—$70,000,000 from in-

Over the Billion Mark. 

Under the program, $1,062,700,000 
would be the total levy this year upon 
incomes. The present law yields $300,- 
000,000. The pending bill originally was 
designed to increase this by $532,700,000 
and the $230,000,000 additional it now 
is proposed to levy, would raise it over 
the billion mark. 

The senate eommittee will confine its 
work for the present to the present war 
tax Dill and will leave to the house 
the task of raising the rest of the 
$7,000,000,000 the administration be- 
lieves it must have to prosecute the war 
this year. Majority Leader Kitchin, of 
the house, was in conference with the 
senate committee today and this de- 
cision Was reached as a result of his 
contention that the house might resent 
any senatorial infringement on its con- 
stitutional prerogrative of instituting 
revenue legislation. Whether the house 
will préfer to authorize $5,000,000,000 in 
bonds or treasury certificates, to sup- 
plement the $2,000,000,000 the senate 
is providing, will not be determined 
until next week. The income tax in- 
creases proposed, Chairman Simmuons 
announced tonight, “represent the con- 
sensus of the committee’s opinion. They 
probably will stand as the committee 
was ready to formally vote on the up- 
ward revision late today, but deferred 
final action until Monday.” 


House to Provide $5,00,000,000. 


The decision today to leave to the 
house the task of providing $5,000,- 
000,000 additional, promised greatly to 
expedite senate action on the pending 
revenue bill. Senator Simmons said the 
committee plans to complete its re- 
vision Tuesday and report the bill to 
the senate for beginning of debate the 
latter part of next week. 

Senator Simmons said tonight there 
is no immediate necessity for the sen- 
ate to consider revenue questions be- 
yond the bill. 

‘*There is no occasion for immediately 
providing revenues to meet the new es- 
timates,” he explained. “There may be 


no necessity for further revenue meas- 
ures until the December session. Witn 
the pending bill, there are ample funds 
to meet all calls until December” 

The committee’s agreement to in- 
crease income taxes by $230,000,000 in 
increasing the pending tax bill from 
$1,670,000,00 to at least $1,943,000,000 
was said to be based upon belief that 
the bulk of the increase should come 
from incomes rather than war profits, 
already heavily taxed in the bill. 

The committee gave much time to dis- 
cussing reconsideration of the amend- 
ment, already written into the bill, tevy- 
ing a tax of 15 per cent upon corpora- 
tions’ undivided or undistributed sur- 
plus. This is Known as the amendment 
of Senator Jones, of New Mexico, and 
has been vigorously opposed by cor- 
porations. There was much opposition 
to changing this section. 


Keller Is Promoted. 


Mobile, Ala., July 28.—G. L. Keller, 
for four years trainmaster of the Ala- 
bama, Tennessee and Northern ralroad, 
has been promoted to be superintendent 
of transportation of that company, ac- 
cording to announcement today by Re- 
ceiver John T. Cochrane.

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0,000 RAIL SWITCHMIEN 
ON STRIKE AT ChICAG 


Movement of Freight Is Great- 
ly Handicapped on 19 
Roads. 


Chicago, July 28.—Movement of 
freight to, through and from Chicago 
was handicapped today by the strike 
on nineteen railroads 0 switchmen 
affiliated, with the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen. 

For a time after the men walked 
out at 6 a. m. the possibility of media- 
tion hung in the balance, but before 
noon the present likelihood of relief 
vanished with the refusal of the strike 
leaders to accept the offices of G. ‘ 
W. Hanger, of the federal board, of 
mediation and conciliation. 

Contending that they sought only 
the establishment of reasonable rules 
regarding employment, promotion and 
dismissal of switchmen the strike lead- 
ers asserted that close to 6,000 men 
quit work. The railroad managers 
conference committee placed the 
strikers at less than 2,600 and declared 
the cause to be inconsistency by the 
strikers on rules which in effect 
amounted to establishment of a closed 
shop against switchmen not members 
of the Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men. 

The situation was further compli- 
cated by the Switchmen’s Union of 
America also largely employed on the 
nineteen roads in the Chicago dis- 
trict. The members of this union af- 
filiated "with the American Federation 
of Labor and not with the B. R. _ 
remained at work with few exceptions. 

In the eyes of some of those who 
watched the progress of the strike it 
was regarded as a fight between the 
two switchmen’s organizations as well 
as a contest with the railroads. 

Railroad officials declared late in

Vice President Murdock, of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, 
cautioned the men to remain away 
from the switch yards and to conduct 
themselves in an orderly manner and 
no violence was reported.

Government. 


Washington, July 28.—Court-plaster, 
said to have been distributed by Ger- 
man sympathizers, has been found on 
chemical analysis by the department 
of justice to contain tetanus germs. At- 
torney General Gregory today warned 
the public to use only court-plaster 
from reliable sources. 


Kansas City, July 28.— Chemical 
tests of courtplaster circulated in rural 
communities of Kansas by itinerant 
peddlers show that at least one brand 
of the plaster contained tetanus baccillli, 
Fred D. Robertson, United States dis- 
trict attorney for Kansas, announced 
today. 

Mr. Robertson said tests upon gtinea 
pigs and other animals showed tetanus 
baccilli in sufficient quantities to par- 
alyze a human, but the bacteriologists 
were doubtful whether there was 
enough to cause death. 


Albany, N. Y., July 28&—A warning 
against the use of courtplaster was is- 
sued by the state department of health 
today through the state defense coun- 
cil. The council in its announcement 
says: 

“This warning comes close on the 
heels of the circulation of stories that 
Germans have sent agents throughout 
the United States to spread such dis- 
eases as tetanus and typhoid by means 
of poisoned courtplaster.” 


YQUNG DAVISON HURT 
WHEN AIRPLANE FALLS 


Machine of Son of Red Cross 
Chief Plunges Into 
Bay. 


New York, July 28.—Frederick Tru- 
bee Davison, son of Henry P. Davison, 
chairman of the American Red Cross 
war council, was seriously injured to- 
day when a hydro-airplane in which he 
was making an altitude‘test plunged 
from a height of 400 fet into Hunting- 
ton bay, off Long Island. 

Young Davison was making the 
flight in an attempt to qualify as a 
pilot in the United States aviation 
corps and had attained the required 
6,000 feet altitude.

There 
are tc be four bureaus under the gen- 
eral directorship of a manager for the 
southern divisicn. Each cf the four 
‘yureaus will have its own head resident 
in Atlanta. They will be: Dr. Snaveley, 
bureau of chapter activities, Miss Nora 
F. McMahon, bureau of nursing serv- 
ice; Asa G. Candler, Jr., bureau of sup- 
plies; Mrs, John W. Grant, woman's 


oureau. 

At a called meeting of the workroom 
committees and the supervisors and 
directors held ‘Thursday afternoon, 
these and many other matters of great 
importance were presented, Dr. Snave- 
ley, just back from the Chicago meet- 
ing, brought full information concern- 
ing the new plans of the national body. 

Every change that is being made is 
in the interest of increased efficiency 
and speedier action. The men now at 
the head of national Red Cross admin- 
istration are determined to scrap all 
unnecessary machinery and out-of-date 
equipment. This is being done as rapidly 
and effectually as possible. Dr. Snave- 
ley gave the following outline of the 
revised organization: 

- Authority is to be decentralized and 
the United States is to be made into 
thirteen divisions, of which Atlanta 1s 
in the southern. Each division will 
make its own standards,’outline its own 
work, conduct its own inspections, The- 
Washington bureau, in charge of cor- 
responding work. will act only in ad- 
visory capacity to each bureau, 

Four Bureaus. 


In each division there are to be four 
bureaus, as fcllows: 

Bureau of chapter activities in charge 
of organization of new chapter, stimu- 
lating growth of existing chapters, rais- 
ing funds, keeping accounts, etc. Dr. 
Snaveley head for southern division. 

Bureau of Nursing Service: Under this 
will be all matters regarding the work 
of the Red Cross nurses. Miss N. F. 
McMahon head for southern division. 

Bureau of Supplies: This bureau re- 
ceives and stores all supplies made in 
the southern division subject to call by 
the proper official (a field officer of 
the Red Cross, to be attached to each 
cantonment is the official to make 
requisition for supplies—these appoint- 
ments to be from American Red Cross). 
The bureau of supplies will also keep 
on hand, to sell at actual cost, all raw 
materials needed by Red Cross work- 
rooms in the eouthern division. A. G. 
Candler, Jr., head. 

Bureau of Woman’s Work, or Wom- 
an’s Bureau: This bureau sets all 
standards, does all inspecting, fur- 
nishes all samples and patterns—in a 
word, is the final authority for all 
work done in the southern division. 
The corresponding bureau in Wash- 
ington will serve in an advisory capac- 
ity only, and the division bureau will 
consult only with Washington on this 
counseling basis. 

For these four bureaus there will be 
@ general head, who will have super- 
vision of all Red Cross activities in the 
southern division, reporting only to the 
executive authorities in Washington.

“At Chicago,” said Dr. Snavely, “the 
greatest emphasis was laid on the work 
of the women and the woman’s bureau 
is the entirely logical outcome of con- 
ditions. On the woman’s advisory bureau 
at Washington, with Miss Florence 
Marshall as chairman, there is an At- 
lanta woman, Mrs, Preston Arkwright, 
now attending a meeting of that bu- 
reau.”’ 

Mrs. Grant, presiding at Thursday's 
meeting, made grateful acknowledg- 
ment of the splendid co-operation given 
her by the local women. 

“They have laid aside personal pref- 
erences and personal convenience in a 
fine way,” she said. ‘They have brought 
to their work a spirit of genuine serv- 
ice that has been a revelation to me, 
and I feel that I want to express some- 
thing of the inspiration and the com- 
fort it has meant to your committee 
and to me individually.” 

An interesting statement was made 
at the meeting to the effect that the 
great Bush Terminal at Brooklyn, 
where Red Cross supplies are assem- 
bled for shipment to Europe, is en- 
tirely empty at present. This means 
only one thing, that as the supplies 
from work rooms all over the country 
are ready they must be sent to divi- 
sion depots and made ready for actual 
shipping. Then the work rooms must 
make more supplies. The task admits 
of no relaxing. 

Local Work. 

Another thing that will have great 
effect on the local work is that since 
Atlanta’s work room is now to be the 
model work room for the southern divi- 
sion, it must maintain the very high- 
est possible standard. Not only must 
its methods be most efficient in every 
particular, but the work it turns out 
must be of perfect type. A new bulle- 
tin which will explain and enlarge, 
but not radically change A. R. C. 164 
and 165, is now preparing. The wom- 
an’s bureau in Washington is at work 
on it and as s00n as it comes from 
the press, the woman's bureau of this 
division will issue complete and defi- 
nite instructions regarding all details 
of the cutting, sewing, packing, sup- 
plies, etc. 

“Also the Atlanta work room must 
be prepared to furnish models of every- 
thing made in a Red Cross work room,” 
said Mrs. Grant. ‘‘This makes us very 
dependent upon our splendid auxil- 
jJaries. If they send us in articles that 
are ‘letter-perfect,” then we are able 
to pass these along as absolute mod- 
els. Our enlarged responsibility is g0- 
ing to require even greater and more 
painstaking service than ever before, if 
we are t~ meet the ideals we have 
establisk for our division.” 

i Complete Work. 

Theré as prevailed in some quarters 
the ide:. that work has been rejected 
and supplies thrown out ‘because they 
were not up to standard. Great exage- 
geration has been made in this con- 
nection and the workroom authorities 
desire to state officially that the ut- 
most effort will be made _ to correct 
every imperfect or  helow-standard 
garment. Details of making are being 
simplified and perfected just as rapidly 
as possible and will very soon be in the 
hands of women all over the division 
eo that future trouble and confusion 
as to instructions may be entirely 
eliminated.

RAILRUADS 10 PUSH 
SHIPMENTS FOR WAR 


No Cars for the Government 
Can Be Used by Pri- 
vate Shippers. 


Washington, July 28.—Plans for the 
solution of one of the most important 
transportation problems thrust upon 
the railroads of this country by the 
war the 
war board after a series of 


have just been adopted by 
railroads’ 
conferences with authorized represen- 
tatives of the army, the navy and the 


United States Shipping board. The 
problem concerns the supply and 
prompt movement of the thousands of 
cars required by the government to 
transport lumber and other supplies to 
the shipbuilding yards, the army can- 
tonments and other mobilization points. 

During the next few months it is 
estimated that more -than 100,000 cars 
will be needed for government pur- 
poses. Under the plans agreed upon 
by the railroads’ war board and repre- 
sentatives of the government, the gov- 
érnment will give advance notice to 
the war board’s commission on car 
service whenever orders are placed for 
more than ten carloads of materials 
or supplies. The government will also 
issue where necessary through its au- 
thorized representatives orders to the 
railroads on which the supplies are to 
be shipped instructing them to provide 
the number of cars ordered within the 
time specified and at the shipping 
points designated. 

To prevent shippers from 
for their own selfish purposes cars 
needed for government. service, the 
railroads’ war board has issued strict 
orders to all the railroads absolutely 
to forbid shippers the use of any of 
the gevernment ordered cars for any 
purpose except the loading specified in 
the government order. 

To assist further in the campaign to 
keep the cars bearing government sup- 
plies moving a new form of envelope 
in which the waybills are to be carried 
has been designed. These envelopes 
which will be supplied to all persons 
or firms making shipments of materials 
forthe use of the army, the navy or 
the shipping board will bear the fol- 
lowing heading printed in big type: 
“T'nited States Government,” “United 
States Army Supplies,” “United States 
Navy,” “United States Shipping Board.”’ 

In addition, the railroads have been 
directed by the war board to instruct 
their agents at all points to stamp or 
write in a prominent place on waybdills 
covering less than carload shipments 
consigned to officers or agents of the 
army or navy or shipping board, the 
words, “United States Freight—Expe- 
dite.”’ 

‘The railroads have also been instruct- 
ed that if departments of the govern- 
ment or individual railroads desire to 


utilizing 


place cards of their own form upon) 


cars to assist in securing the continu- 
ous movement of government and Unit- 
ed States shipping supplies, neither the 
railroads’ war board nor the govern- 
ment will object. 

The chief desire of both the govern- 
ment and the war board is to expedite 
the movement of all the government 
supplies that are needed so vitally for 
the proper conduct of the war. If any 
shippers are unpatriotic enough to at- 
tempt to make improper use of the cars

LASHING THE CHILDREN. 


Fighting between city council and the 
Atlanta board of education has reached such 
a stage of seriousness as to jeopardize the 
future educational welfare of the children 
of this city, and it is high time that a halt 
were called. 

If this thing continues like it is going on 
now, with a division of responsibility be 
tween the school board and council the school 
system of: Atlanta is going to suffer a blow 


from which it will take years to recover. 


The Constitution does not endeavor to 
place responsibility; but we do know that 
in this lashing that is going on between the 
council and the board of education the whip 
is falling upon the back of every school child 
in the city. And it will be an unspeakable 
outrage if this condition is permitted to 
continue. 

The responsibility for the management 
of the schools must be placed somewhere-— 
should assume entire 
system and 


either the council 
jurisdiction over the _ school 
shoulder absolute responsibility, or else the 
board of education should be empowered to 
run the schools without interference. 

The danger in the situation as it exists 
today is appalling; and public sentiment is 
not going to stand for its continuance. 


GEORGIA CAN'T AFFORD THIS! 


Rev. Rembert G. Smith, of Marietta, Ga., 
in a communication published in another 
column of this page, suggests that the state 
exact tuition from students in its higher 
educational institutions, notably the state 
university. 

He argues that if the University of 
Georgia were to receive $75 as tuition fees 
from each of its 700 students more than 
$50,000 would be added annually to the state 
treasury. Which, of course, is mathematic- 
ally true, but the fact would not justify that 
means of obtaining money for a_ service 
already paid for, in the form of taxation, by 
the parents of those students. 

The correspondent argues further that— 
the University of Virginia and the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina, not to mention 
others, both charge tuition to their stu- 


dents and are among the most flourish- 
ing of southern state institutions. 


This would indeed be Interesting if true 
—which, of course, Mr. Smith believed it to 
be, else he would not have made the state- 
ment—but in order to get direct information 
on the subject, The Constitution wired to 
both institutions, and finds Mr. Smith to be 
in error as to the facts. 

The secretary-treasurer of the University 
of Virginia wired from Charlottesville that 
“the University of Virginia charges no tui- 
tion fees;” and the other institution, the 
University of North Carolina, informs us 
that its tuition charges are merely nominal. 

Therefore, Mr. Smith’s entire argument 
falls to the ground, absolutely as regards 
the University of Virginia and partially so 
as regards the University of North Carolina. 

But the whole theory of his contention is 
wrongfully founded. 

What we want to do with reference to 
education in Georgia is to GO FORWARD; 
NOT BACKWARD. 

Putting a tuition bolt on the door of our 
state university would be a fearfully retro- 
gressive step. 

And Georgia citizens and Georgia legis- 
lators will give scant encouragement to the 
iconoclastic reasoning of those who would 
erect a barrier between a large percentage 
of oug young men and women and higher 
education solely for the sake of a few paltry 
dollars in the state’s till. It is the poor

This ought to be done, because it is a 
step forward in education and the intel- 
lectnal progress of our citizenship. 

Summarized, the appropriation bill, if 
enacted, would mean that any rural com- 
munity in Georgia might borrow from the 
state library commission fifty or more books 
on any subjects desired, and retain them 
for from three to six months, then exchange 
them for fifty more books, the first set to 
be loaned to another community wanting 
them; and thus the various collections of 
books would be kept continuously in circu- 
lation among the ruralists of the state most 
in need of them. Its purpose is to give to 
the people in the country-—and 80 per cent 
of Georgia’s population is rural—library ad- 
vantages as nearly as possible on an equal- 
ity with the city dwellers. 

There is much in the principle of the bill 
to appeal to the average forward-looking 
citizen, and nothing can _ be said against it 
save that it would take $5,000 out of the 
state treasury—just as any other form of 
public education enterprise takes money to 
keep it alive! 


Of the twenty-two states having library . 


commissions, Georgia is the only one which 
makes no appropriation for the carrying on 
of the work of the commission, and our 
state is the only one of the twenty-two which 
conducts no system of traveling libraries. 
Let us hope that our present legislature 
will not permit Georgia longer to remain in 
this isolated position, but that it will enact 
this and any other reasonable measure in- 
tended to elevate our state to an increasingly 
higher plane of literacy and education. 


KEEP OFF THE TRACK. 


Senator Peacock, of the Fourtenth dis- 
trict, has introduced in the state senate a bill 
intended to prohibit trespassing upon rail- 
road rights-of-way in Georgia. 

The bill is a public safety measure, its 
sole purpose being to prevent accidents to 
trespassers who get in the way of moving 
trains. 

As matters now stand it is a common 
practice for pedestrians to disregard the 
property rights of railroad companies and 
use the roadbeds as highways and sidewalks, 
if by so doing a little time and distance can 
be saved. This is commonly considered a 
public privilege, and nothing is thought of 
it—until some one gets hit. 

This is bound to happen now and then, 
and in most such instances the general dis- 
position on the part of the victim—more 
often his surviving relatives-—-is to blame 
the company for not properly safeguarding 
human life on its tracks. 

As a matter of fact, no one but the victim 
himself is to blame. The railroad 
nies have their tracks to run their trains 
upon, and for no other purposes, and when- 
ever a pedestrian steps upon one of those 
tracks he knows full well that he is facing 
danger. Then, if he is hit it is because of 
his own heedlessness. 

Too many such accidents occur—too 
many valuable lives are lost every year— 
by just such violation of the property rights 
of railroad corporations;. and the practice 
ought to be discouraged. 

This bill makes it a misdemeanor for 
anyone to walk, ride or go upon any railroad 
track in Georgia, save at public crossings; 
railroad employees, of course, being exempt 
from its provisions. 

It works no hardship upon anyone; and 
if the bill becomes law and is enforced it 
will undoubtedly serve a good purpose in 
cutting down the annual toll of violent 
deaths and accidents on Georgia railroad 
tracks. 

For these reasons it ought to pass.

At every stage of proceedings since the 
overthrow of the Romanoff dynasty Premier 
Kerensky has proven himself the “man of 
the hour” in Russia, and fully capable of 
dealing in the most wise fashion with con- 
ditions as they present themselves.

KEEPING PACE WITH TIME. 


Our best lessons often come out of the 
experience of others. This applies to cities 
as well as to individuals. 

Spokane, Washington, a city similar to 
Atlanta in size and population, bade fare- 
well to its last remaining span of fire horses 
only a few days ago, the incident marking 
the completion of a transformation begun 
seven years ago. Today, therefore, Spokane’s 
fire department is thoroughly motorized. 

In 1910 Spokane purchased its first piece 
of motor apparatus; and three years later 
the city began manufacturing its own fire 
equipment in a municipally-owned and oper- 
ated plant designed and used solely for the 
building of fire-fighting machinery and vehi- 
cles. 

Announcing the passing of the last fire 
horses in this progressive northwestern 
city, The Spokesman-Review, in its issue of 
July 13, said: 


Spokane is one of the few large cities 
of the country in which motors have sup- 
planted fire horses. Experience has 
shown a great saving in maintenance 
costs. 

Thirty-three pieces of motor appara- 
tus are now in service at Spokane’s 14 
fire stations. Thirteen were made in 
the fire department’s motor works, which 
also turned out 15 trucks and other motor 
conveyances for other city departments. 
In 1913 the city began to build its own 
apparatus, and since then no further 
purchases have been made from the fac- 
tories. Construction costs submitted by 
Chief Weeks show that the city has built 
its own motor equipment for less than 
half of what it would have cost at the 
factories. 


What Spokane has done Atlanta can do, 
and must do if it is to maintain its position 
among the wide-awake progressive cities of 
the nation. 

Atlanta has pending a proposal by a pri- 
vate fire apparatus manufacturing firm guar- 
anteeing that this city can in six years bring 
about identically the same transformation 
that was worked in Spokane in seven, and 
without costing the city a single dollar! 

If this guarantee withstands careful in- 
vestigation, then there is only one thing for 
the city to do. 

In any event, it is imperative that At- 
lanta’s fire department be completely motor- 
ized, under one plan or another, within the 
shortest possible space of time, because it is 
expensive business for a thriving city to 
try to shift along with a fire department 
equipped with out-of-date apparatus ade- 
quate only to the requirements of a village.

BATTLES WHICH MADE THE WORLD 


NO. 3—THE METAURUS. 


The Wonderful March of the Consul Nero, Which Broke the Power of Carthage and Made 
, Possible the Roman Empire. 


~——_—— - a

There were two Neros. When we hear the 
name we think only of the infamous tyrant 
who is said to have fiddled while Rome 
burned. But had it not been for the other, 
earlier and greater Nero, the consul whose 
brilliant and almost unequalled march made 
the winning of the battle of Metau- 
second Nero would never have fid- 
dled or reigned. There would have been 
no Rome for a Roman to rule. The dark 
Carthaginians would have been masters of 
the civilized world. But Nero marched, 
the Metaurus was won and Hannibal, gaz- 
ing upon the bloody head of his brother 
which had been thrown into his camp, knew 
by that ghastly token end had come to the 
world empire dreams of Carthage. 

The battle of Metaurus was fought be- 
tween the Romans and the Carthaginians in 
207 B. C. The Roman historian called the 
struggle “the most memorable of all wars 
that ever were carried on.’ Here was de- 
cided that the growing Roman republic should 
continue in growth and that the Punic pow- 
er, seeking-in its absolutism to crush out 
all free government, as seeks the power of 
absolutism today, should go down forever. 
The Metaurus is a small river. On the day 
of the battle it is said to have run red 
with. blood.

At the time of the Metaurus, Hannibal, 
with a powerful army, had been for no less 
than eight vears in Italy executing with 
the utmost ferocity the vow of hatred to 
Rome to which as a child he had been sworn 
by his father, the great Hamilear. His 
great force seemed unconquerable. And now 
to assist him in administering the coup de 
grace to Rome came Hasdrubal, who had 
been campaigning in Spain and who, eluding 
the Roman forces, came over the Alps, war 
elephants and all, to reveal himself at the 
north of Lombardy. Rome, her population 

. : @ , 
decimated by the savagery of Hannibal's at- 
tacks, her fields laid waste by his soldiery, 
wasted and exhausted, was bleeding at every 
pore. She could not drive Hannibal back. 
And now there came to him more power. 

In the emergency Rome cast about her 
for leaders. Caius Claudius Nero, a pa- 
trician, who had served both against Hannil- 
bal in Italy and Hasdrubal in Spain, was the 
first choice. For the second there was dis-

pute. The selection finally fell to Marcus Li- 
vius, a grim old man who -vas in disgrace, 
pute. The selection finally fell to Marcus Li- 
ebrate a triumph in the streets of Rome. 
There had been no triumphs since Hannibal 
came, Livius hated and despised Nero. But 
a truce was effected. The two began their 
preparations. 

With Hasdrubal descénding from the north 
the Gasting of lots decided that he should be 
opposed by Livius, while Nero faced the 
greater Hannibal. Draining the city of its 
last available man and its last ounce of sup- 
plies the two consuls went forch. By bit- 
ter experience Rome had now learned bet- 
ter than to instruct her generals how to 
conduct their battles. Old Q. Fabius did 
attempt a bit. of advice to Nero that he should 
refrain from giving or accepting battle until 
he well understood the enemy's condition, 
but the consul gave him a forward answer. 

Hannibal marched to Canisium, near 
where lay Nero with 40,000 infantry and 
some 2,500 of horse. Another Roman force, 
20,000 strong, menaced Hannibal at Taren- 
tum. It was no easy matter for even Hanni- 
bal to march north, leaving this army to 
tamper with his supplies and his allies in 
the rear. To out-maneuver Nero and get 
into easier touch with his brother he marched 
into Lucania and out again. Nero followed, 
but gave him no chance for a decisive bat- 
tle. here was mere checkmating. 

Meanwhile Hasdrubal was driving before 
him the Roman force under Porcius. Livius 
came bustling up to assist this hard-pressed 
warrior, but still the dark host of Hasdrubal 
rolled triumphantly on. Back beyond the 
Metaurus fell the Romans. Jubilant, Hos- 
drubal sent messages to his brothef to unite 
their armies in Umbria and descend upon 
helpless Rome. But here fate intervened. 
The messengers were captured. It was not 
Hannibal, but Nero, who learned the Car- 
thaginian plan of campaign. The broth- 
ers were within 200 miles of each other. 
If Rome was to be saved they must never 
meet alive. Nero acted with brilliancy and 
daring. Detaching 7,000 of his most desper- 
ate men to keep Hannibal in play, he 
wheeled in his tracks and set off to join 
Livius for an overwhelming attack upon 
Hasdrubal. 

Night and day his men pressed on. They 
ate as they trudged. They broke the rec- 
ords of the most famous Roman legions for 
marching. Rome, notified by the consuls 
letter of his intentions, was in a panie at 
his audacity. How tong would it take Han- 
nibal to pursue and overwhelm him” Still 
Nero, stern in his purpose, pushed forward.

Up went 
the famous red ensign and into action went 
the men of Rome. 

Hasdrubal, quick to perceive’ reinforce- 
nents, attempted to avoid engagement by 
placing the Metaurus between him and his 
enemies. His guides misled him. His Gal- 
lic auxiliaries got drunk. With an unford- 
able part of the river at his back he was 
forced to risk encounter. 

Fearful was the spectacle of the Cartha- 
ginian army. The Numidian horsemen 
swarmed on the flanks. In the van were the 
Balearic slingers. A line of colossal war 
elephants made a chain of moving fortresses 
before the whole army. Best of all Hasdru- 
bal’s men were his veteran Spanish infantry. 
These, under his own command, he took to 
the right wing. The mahouts of his ele- 
phants were ordered, in event of any re- 
treat by their animals, to kill them by 
driving spikes into their vertebrate. 

The elephants broke the first shock of 
the Roman advance, and broke it badly. They 
trampled over the legions, gay in their brazen 
helmets topped with red feathers. Nero, 
commanding the right wing, had difficulty 
in breasting a hill, This left Hasdrubal's 
right apparently safe. Seeing this he plunged 
the other divisions of his army into the thick 
of the fight. The Roman ensigns were borne 
backard, 

Then Nero uncovered another flash of 
genius comparable with his march. Wheeling 
a brigade of his best men round the rear of 
the Roman army, he attacked the Carthagin- 
furiously in the flank. The attack 
was as successful as it was sudden. 
Spaniards and Africans broke. The 
were butehered as they stood. " 
ened elephants, their mahouts 
trumpeting over dead and living. Hasdrubal, 
beholding all lost, and scorning to become 
a captive for Roman pride and cruelty, 
spurred his horse into the very midst of a 
Roman cohort and died as befitted a son of 
Hamilcar. 

It was Nero who ordered that Hasdru- 
bal’'s head be thrown into the camp of Han- 
nibal. It was done by night. Ten years 
before Hannibal had last beheld his brother's 
face. Then they had planned together the 
conquest of Rome. Beholding the sightless 
eyes the great Carthaginian groaned aloud 
that he had beheld his country’s destiny.

and excellent water, but the expert admonished the sanitation officer to be 
watchful and have the water tested more often, as it is easily contaminated.

AVIATION CORPS 
OPEN TO RECRUITS 


Uncle Sam Has Room for 
Many Airmen Now That 
Congress Has Made Ap- 
propriation Providing for 
Them. 


An announcement recently made by 
headquarters of the war de- 
partment that thousands of places are 


‘now open to volunteers in the aviation 


department of the signal corps of the 
army, is expected to make 
things jump in Atlanta in the way of 
enlistments. 

Captain G. V. Heidt, who is in charge 
of the local recruiting office, has re- 
ceived the bulletin, and states that as 
soon as the news became current there 
was sure to be a rush of applicants for 
this department. He added that this 
great increase in the aviation section 
is the direct result of the $650,000,000 
appropriation recently made by the 
government for an aerial army which 
will have no equal in the world, either 
in size or efficiency. 

In recent days there have been thou- 
sands of inquiries made at local re- 
cruiting offices in regard to openings 
in the aviation department of the army 
and hundreds of Atlanta youths have 
expressed a strong desire to enter this 
braneh of the service. 

Up to date this department has been 
accessible only to men whq have had 
long years of experience and training 
and efficiency, and the announcement 
that it is now open to volunteer re- 
cruits will give young men of Atlanta 
and of Georgia a chance to enroll 
their names in what ts easily the most 
fascinating and adventurous depart- 
ment of service in the fighting forces 
of Uncle Sam. 

“No actual experience in aeronautics 
is needed for Atlanta men to qualify 
for the aviation corps,” stated Captain 
Heidt. “All that they need is training 
and experience in the departments 
which are open to enlistment, and the 
rovernment will give them the training 
in the use of balloons and aeroplanes.” 

All applications for the aviation sec- 
tion should: be made at the army re- 
cruiting office in the postoffice build- 
ing. Atlantans and Georgians are urged 
to offer at once, as the places will 
probably be filled in the course of a 
very short time. 

After enlistment and when subject 
to assignment, all accepted men will 
be sent to Fort Sam Houston, 
Texas, for duty with aero squadrons

Lowe— Being Based 
On Current Prices

Any careful exanaination of prices 
named on many limes of printed and 
dyed fabrics for the season 
shows that houses are offering goods 
below costs based upon today’s val- 
ues. A number of leading lines in 
converting houses and in agencies rep- 
resenting large printers are priced 
upon the cost of goods under contract 
some months past and not upon 
goods at today’s selling values in gray 


/ markets, 


fact weas referred to at length 
two weeks ago, when some of the 
largest lines were brought out, and 
it explained why some ot the shrewd- 
est buyers of the country were placing 
a normal amount of business on goods 
to be delivergd up to December and 
January. Son.e of the smaller buyers 
whose approprtations are strained be- 
cause of the higher values current 
have gone home, after making tenta- 
tive engagemelrts for goods, with the 
hope of conviacing heads of houses 
that confirmations in excess of normal 
appropriations are warranted by the 
conditions existing in the markets. 
Lines of poyilins have been sold in 
the finished stitte that cost in the gray 
today 2c a yarei above the prices asked 
for the finished merchandise. When 
the stocks of gray cloths in hand are 
exhausted prices for additional or du- 
plicate quantities will be advanced 
sharply. There are some lines of print- 
ed wash fabrites priced from 10c to 
Y5e a yard in the finished state that 
cannot be bought in the gray at that 
price for any «delivery this year. When 
the gray goods in hand have been cov- 
ered with ordetrs for the finished ma- 
terials, the limes will either be with- 
drawn entirely for the séason ar re- 
riced at figuires showing advances of 
5 per cent. 
A great many converted lines in silk 
and cotton are being sold freely be- 
cause buyers seem to be better posted 
on the costs of the gray cloths than 
in the » of some lines of fancy cot- 
tons. it is also true that houses 
specializing in these lines bought un- 
finished cloths very freely some time 
ago on the theory that sach fabrics 
would take the place of many silks 
that are priced very high. They now 
promise to take the place of many 
high novelties in cotton that are not 
going to be made for the coming 
spring.

number of suiting lines 
in the market offered at prices that 
cannot possibly show sa profit based 
upon any cloths bought within the past 
sixty days. Some of these outings, 
notably the grades made from sheet- 
ings under 3.50 yards, cannot be re- 
produced on new purchases this year 
for within 20 per cent of what thev 
have been sold for in the past two 
weeks. In other words, sheetings prices 
could drop 3c a yard in some instances 
and still not offer opportunities for 
profitable converting to sell at what 
the finished cloths are bringing now.

Interesting Article on Store 
Profits—From “Smoke,” 
Tobacco Magazine. 


Robbins was a druggist who always 
was greatly concerned about profit. 
There was a time when he didn’t actu- 
ally know that he was losing money 
on a certain line of goods, but he 
seemed to sense it, and the result was 
that he was dissatisfied with his whole 
store. : 

Robbins made up his mind that he 
didn’t make any more on his exten- 
sive cigar trade than he did on his 
almost equally extensive stamp bus!i- 
ness—which of course wasnt any 
profit at all. He felt the same way 
about his soda fountain trade and the 
candy line and a few other things he 


carried. 

Just the he felt he 
carry cigars candy and _ 
because the other druggists did. He 
figured he was doing a whole lot of 
work just to oblige his customers, but 
consoled himself with thy thought that 
probably volume made ‘up for scant 
profit. 

Then, one day, some one who knew 
“suggested that he figure out the exact 
proportion of his expenses. to total 
sales, so that he could tell exactly 
whether or not he was making money 
on these lines about which he lost so 
much sleep. 
Robbins did the figuring, and found 
that his cost of doing business was a 
fraction more than 25 per cent of 
gross sales. His friend had told him 
that everything he handled should pay 
at least 15 to 25 per cent net profit 
in addition to cost and more in some 
cases. 

Applying this principle to his stock, 
Robbins found that his gross profit on 
proprietaries ran from 30 per cent to 
50 and even 60 per cent of sales. That 
looked pretty safe—but he'd always 
felt pretty well satisfied that he was 
making money on these. But how 
about cigars? 

The best cigars cost $35 a thousand. 
At five cents straight, these would 
bring $15 gross profit on a thousand, 
or 30 per cent. If he took out 25 per 
cent for expense, that was a bare five 
per cent net profit. It wouldn't leave 
him any margin to sell them six for a 
quarter. In fact, if he sold 600 at six 
for a quarter and 400 at five cents 
straight, his gross profit would be only 
22 per cent, op three per cent less than 
his cost of doing business. And that 
didn’t allow for the cigars that Rob- 
bins and his clerks smoked or passed 
out to good customers. 

Hie saved up his tale of woe until 
he met Sam Wolff, a merchandiser for 
whom Robbins had a lot of respect. 

“I’m losing money on half the busi- 
ness I do,” Robbins told his friend. 
“What can I do? I don’t want to work 
my head off for nothing!” 

Wolff refused to be concerned about 
the druggist’s troubles. He listened 
to Robbins’ explanation about how ci- 
cars and candy were bringing in less 
than enough to pay expenses, and then 
he opened up. , 

“Don’t get so worried, old man. 
You’re not losing any money,” he as- 
sured the druggist. ‘I'll bet you’re mak- 
ing good money on both those lines, 

“lll admit that it looks as if you 
were losing, but there’s one thing you 
haven't taken into consideration, and 
that’s turnover. Your figures of 22 
per cent gross profit on cigars and 30 
per cent on candy would hold good if 
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same, 
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you turned your investment in these 
lines just once in a year. That is, if 
you bought your stock of cigars and 
candy only once a year, and sold the 
stock entirely out in that time. In 
that case, you would lose money on 
cigars and make only 5 per cent on 
candy. 

“As a matter of fact, we both know 
that you buy cigars and candy oftener 
than once a year. You probably lay 
in a fresh stock of smokes once a 
week, and turn your whole cigar and 
tobacco stock at least ten to tweaty 
times a year. You figure the turn- 
Over by dividing the total cost of all 
these sold in a year by the cost of the 
average stock you keep on hand. 

“Now, you make a profit of say 22 
per cent on each turn. If there are 
ten turns a year that is equivalent to 
220 per cent on only one turn a year. 
That's pretty good money, isn’t it? 

“Let’s see how that sizes up with 
expenses. You figure your expense of 
25 per cent on a single turnover. 
you're an average druggist 
make about three turns a year. 
wish to make a net profit of 15 per 
cent on each turn. That makes your 
Eross profit or ‘mark up’ 40 per cent 
for each turn, or 120 per cent a year 
on a single turnover. 

“Well, your 220 per cent profit on 
cigars leaves a wide margin when you 
deduct 120 per cent gross, doesn’t it? 
I'll bet you'll find it the same way 
with most of your other staple lines. 

“If a line of goods pays 120 per 
cent or better considering all the turns, 
you may rest assured it’s mak- 
ing money for you. If it’s making less 
than 120 per cent, that’s not exactly 
&@ sign you're losing money, but such 
lines are the ones which hold down 
the average for the entire stock. That 
is, lines which pay 120 per cent or 
more a year make up for the less profit- 
able lines. 

“Now it stands to reason that if you 
can increase the rate of turnover on 
lines that turn less than three times a 
year, or even of lines that turn oftener, 
that you will raise the average rate 
above three. The idea, then, is to con- 
centrate not only on fast sellers, but on 
the slow ones, so as to make the whole 
stock turn faster.” 

Wolff was warming up to his subject 
now, tor he saw that Robbins was see- 
ing the light. Robbins wasn't the tirst 
man he had met who got mixed in the 
matter of figuring profits. 

“Probably you'll want to know just 
how low a line can run before you lose 
money on it. That depends on several 
things,’’ Wolff told the druggist. 

“If you figure on 120 per cent on 
the basis of three turnovers, goods 
which turn only once a year ata profit 
of 40 per cent will still make you mon- 
ey, but of course the capital invested 
in those lines doesn’t work very hard 
for you. If the profit falls to 25 per 
cent or less, then you may be losing 
money. 

“Hlowever, there are 
consider. It doesn’t cos? 
handle cigars and candy as it does to 
handle drugs and proprietaries. Lines 
that don’t mean any exra sales or other 
expense can really stand a lower mar- 
gin of profit. Besides, the more lines 
vou can add without increasing the cost 
of doing business proportignately, the 
greater your volume of Sales. This 
means a lower average cost of doing 
business on the entire stock. Since you 
have to have a store anyhow, you might 
as well stock anything vou can sell. 

“It's a good plan to divide your store 
up into natural departments, such as 
drugs, proprietaries, prescription, soda 
fountain, cigars, candy and rubber 
e@p~ds. In this way you can distribute 
expense’ properly according to space, 
clerks, and so on, required bv each divi- 
sion. For instance, you may find that 
vour seda fountain’rightly should stand 
39 per cent of the entire expense and 
candy only 15 per cent.

How American Women Can Best Help Win the War 
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Everyone Can Give Important 
Service to the Nation, Says 
David F. Houston, Secretary 
of Agriculture 


By DAVID F. HOUSTON 


(Secretary of Agriculture.) 

VERY woman can render important service 
to the nation in its present emergency. 
She need rot leave her home or abandon 
uu} Her home duties to help the armed forces. 
She can help to feed and clothe our armies and help 
to supply food to those beyond the seas by practicing 
effective thrift in her own household. 

Every ounce of food the housewife saves from 
being wasted in her home, all food which she or 
her children produce in the garden and can or pre- 
serve, every garment which care and skillful repair 
make it unnecessary to replace—all lessen that 
‘holsehold's draft on the already insufficient. world 
supplies. 

To save food the housewife must learn to plan 
economical and properly balanced meals which, 
while nourishing each member of the family prop- 
erly, do not encourage overeating or offer excessive 
and wasteful variety. 

It is her duty to use all effective methods to pro- 
tect food from spoilage by heat, dirt, mice or in- 
sects. She msut acquire the culinary ability to util- 
ise every bit of edible food that comes into her home. 

Waste in any individual household may seem to 
be insignificant, but if only a single ounce of edible 
food, on the average, is allowed to spoil or be thrown 
away in each of our 20,000,000 homes more than 

é

| 


1,300,000 pounds of material would be wasted each 
day. 

It takes the fruit of many acres and the work of 
many people to raise, prepare and distribute 474,- 
V00,000 pounds of food a year. 

Clothing is largely an agricultural product and 
represents the results of labor on the sheep range, 
in cotton fields and in mills and factories. When- 
ever a useful garment is needlessly discarded ma- 
terial needed to keep some one warm or dry may be 
consumed merely to gratify a passing fancy. Women 
would do well to look upon clothing at this time 
more particularly from the utilitarian point of view. 

Leather, too, is scarce and the proper shoeing of 
armies calls for great supplies of this material. 
There are only so many pairs of shoes in each hide, 
and there is a shortage of animals for leather as 
well as for meat. Anything that can be done to en- 
courage adults or children to take care of their 
shoes and make them last longer means that so much 
more leather is made available for other purposes. 

Employed women, especially those engaged in 
the manufacture of food or clothing, also directly 
serve their country and should put into their tasks 
the enthusiasm and energy the importance of their 
product warrants. 

While all honor is due to the women who leave 
their homes to nurse and care for those wounded in 
battle, no woman should feel that because she does 
not wear a nurse’s uniform she is absolved from 
patriotic service. 

The home women of the country, if they will 
give their minds fully to this vital object of food 
conservation and train themselves in household 
thrift, can make of the housewife’s apron a uniform 
of national significance. 

To show the housewives of the country that it is 
the saving of little things that is going to help the 
nation solve its bigger problems the Department of 
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Agriculture is now bringing to their attention 
“leaks” in the kitchen that drain the land of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars’ worth of foodstuffs 
yearly. 

One pat or serving of butter, for instance, is a 
little thing. It takes. some sixty-four of them to 
make a pound. Yet in many households the butter 
left on the plates probably would equal one pat, or 
one-fourth of an ounce, daily, and this amount is 
scraped off into the garbage. pail or washed off in 
the dishpan. 

But if every one of our 
should waste one-fourth of an ounce of butter daily, 
@ the average, it would mean 312,500 pounds a 
day, or the enormous amount of 114,062,500 pounds 
a year. 

To make this amount of butter would take 265,- 
261,560 gallons of milk, or the product of more than 
half a millions cows. 

But butter isn’t eaten or wasted in every home, 
some one is likely to say. Very well. Say only one 
in 100 homes wastes even a pat of butter a day and 
still there will be 1,000,000 pounds wasted. This, 
of course, is intolerable when one stops to consider 
that butter is so valuable a food dnd every bit of 
butter left on a plate is so useful in cookery. 

Much milk spoils quickly because it is kept un- 
covered in warm kitchens. Close observance of the 
doctrine “Keep perishable food, especially milk, 
cool, clean and covered continuously” may make a 
striking difference in the food bills of many famili&s. 

In other cases one or two vegetables, beets or 
earrots, for instance, not needed immediately are 
thrown out or allowed to spoil instead of being used 
in soups or combination dishes. Fruits which could 
be stewed and kept are allowed to spoil. 

Vegetables and fruits in quantities often are 
stored in hot, damp and poorly ventilated bins and 
under conditions which hasten wilting, fermentation

and decay. Fruits, surplus beans, tomatoes and 
other vegetables produced in home gardens are al- 
lowed to spoil on the vines or rot on the ground. A 
morning’s work would can and preserve such sur- 
plus for use when fruits and vegetables are scarce 
and high in price. 

Most of the cheaper foods require careful sea- 
soning and preparation to be fully appetizing. In 
many households proper attention to the cooking of 
these cheap and desirable foods will increase greatly 
their consumption and thus reduce considerably the 
use of more expehsive foods eaten instead of cereals. 

Vegetables properly prepared tempt the appetite. 
When they are served in soggy form or in watery 
or poorly flavored dishes much of them will be left 
on the table. The nutritive value and tlavor of 
meat or lish can be lessened by overcooking or im- 
proper cooking. If fats are allowed to burn even 
a little they develop unpleasant flavors and usually 
cause people to refuse gravies and sauces Maude 
with them or foods fried in them. Burned meat is 
also disagreeable, and so are burned vegetables. 

Careless paring of potatoes may consign as much 
as 20 per cent of the edible portion, including outer 
layers containing valuable mineral substances, to 
the garbage pail. Many persons are also unaware 
that the green and tender tops of many vegetables 
which contain valuable mineral and other food sub- 
stances are excellent cooked as greens. 

Many families take pride in serving lavish and 
overbountiful meals. Such meals lead inevitably to 
waste of food on the table and to overeating, which 
often impairs health and efficiency. The sane stand-

As a_ substitute for wheat biscuits, rolls or 
toast the housewife can employ a dozen differ- 
ent forms of corn bread, such as hoe cake, dodgers, 
soft or spoon corn bread, hominy bread, 
meal and rye, Boston brown bread, Zuni Indian 
bread, ete. 

Fried corn meal mush, fried hominy 
meal pancakes made with very little wheat flour will 
be found a pleasing variety from wheat cakes. 

Corn meal codfish cakes, corn meal scrapple, corn 
meal croquettes, corn meal or hominy cooked with 
meat, fish, cheese, eggs or milk will supply nourish- 
ing dishes for the hearty courses. 

For desserts Indian pudding, corn meal and fig 
or apple pudding, apple dumplings, corn meal dough- 
nuts, gingerbread, cake, fruit gems, etc. will con- 
tribute variety as well as nourishment to the bill 
of fare.

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[ATIZE THE GIVING WHICH IS GOING ON AND MUST CONTINUE—THE PATRIOTIC

To save the time and energies of the good women of the community, and 
to save the much-dragged-upon incomes of the good men of the community, 


is the proposed ordinance to create a public welfare board in Atlanta. 


This 


proposed ordinance met with the disapproval of the committee on hospitals 
and charities, and has not been introduced into council. 

It is to be hoped another effort will be made to bring the matter before 
council, and that that body, in consideration of the tremendous burdens war 
has brought upon Atlanta in many ways, together with her own continuous 
burdens along lines of necessary welfare work, at home, will see in the crea- 
tion of the proposed public welfare board a clearing house for much misdi- 
rected and duplicated effort, and a saving of the assessment which annually 
is made upon the generous citizenship of the community. 

Aside from the saving qualities proposed by the welfare board in defin- 
ing the various departments of philanthropy and charity in Atlanta, that 
already being done, and that which still ought to be done, the proposed meas- 
ure would protect our home needs, and assure the continuance of our excellent 
philanthropies and charities, even in this war crisis, when, in common with 


the nation, this community is being taxed, and taxed again and again. 


And 


this tax in every way is going to continue as long as this war is on—and it 
is on—dreadfully and seriously on—no one could doubt that after seeing last 
Wednesday morning that splendid body of young American citizens in the 
Seventeenth United States engineers, when they marched through the streets 
of the city bound for the transports that will take them straight overseas. 
They go to build roads right up to the very firing lines—go into the very 


heart of most perilous war duty. 


They represented the merit of every element of American life. 

They represented the very best men from the university; the very best 
men from the machine shop; the very best men from the college; the best 
from the manufacturing industry; the best from the financial institution; the 


best from the labor union to which he belonged; 


the best from the Tech 


school, and the best from the farm, where he has trudged faithfully behind 
the plow, until his country’s call was made, and his father bade him go. 
These are the men for whom the Red Cross activities must be supported; 
these are the men for the care and backing up of whom extra taxes are being 
levied, for these are the men who are giving up their lives for the honor of 
their country, for the honor of the women and children who have been the 


ravaged victims of this war. 


Therefore no obligation is greater than to give, and to keep on giving, 
for their maintenance in number, in health—and in spirit.

must be kept up as they have never been kept up before.

Defense Work 
In a Mountain Settlement. 


The mountain settlement work, near 
Tate, Ga. of which the Tate Mountain 
school and settlement house is the cen- 
ter, is not without its war defense pro- 
gram, and the children of the school 
are being taught the flag exercises and 
the first principles of food production, 
according to recent interesting reports 
from the settlement’ director, John 
Riis. 

“We have from twenty-five to thirty 
children in the school, and many of 
them walk three and four miles to and 
from school,” stated Mr. Riis on a re- 
cent visit to Atlanta. 

“Miss Pearl Edwards, of the Macon 
public school system, is Our volunteer 
teacher. 

“We have held our second communl- 
ty meeting. At the first one on June 
23, Professor J. F. Hart, of the agri- 
cultural college, spoke and the lecture 
was followed by a half hour of ques- 
tions and discussion. 

“At another meeting Dr. Joseph §B. 
Graham, an unusually capable man, was 
our drawing card and after the meet- 
ing the men, especially the Women, 
came up and asked questions, received 
prescriptions, advice, etc.

What is the real problem of the disappearing girl? 
crux of the problem is not retrospective effort at tracing her. The 
tragic death of Ruth Cruger establishes the futility of taking measures 
to protect a girl only after degeneracy has: Wreaked wanton ruin upon 
the victim. Instead of a transient campaign against the systematized 
or sporadic ruining of girls, contingent upon a sensational case, there 
should be a persistent and consistent endeavor to safeguard girls from 
such perils and dangers as may be anticipated from previous experience. 

The discovery of Coccht’s victim beneath the basement floor of his 
bicycle repair shop has brought to view at least twenty-two similar 
dens. 

Many distracted parents are as much intent upon clearing their 
daughter’s memory of the stigma of mysterious disappearance as they 
are of learning the missing girl’s whereabouts. For the victims are 
frequently assumed to have “run away for no good reason.” Indeed, so 
generally has this attitude been manifest that it is probably true that 
scores of “missing girl’ cases have never been reported to the authori- 
ties because the relatives fear the taint of scandal if the mystery were 
made public. : 

If Ruth Cruger’s fate will change this fearfully unjust attitude 
toward the unfortunate girls who are swallowed up in the maw of our 
great cities her martyrdom shall not have been in vain. Quick, intel- 
ligent action on the part of the friends or relatives of the young woman 
who drops from sight is essential to a successful probing of the mystery. 

It if convenient, of course, to assemble meager evidence that the 
girl was seen boarding such and such a train or taking a certain mysterious 
taxicab in company with a young man, always unknown. This promptly 
curtails the searching activities. Happily the attitude cited is an infrequent 
one and one that recent developments will place in the discard. 

The police officials are to be excused, I suppose, for a certain quality of 
cynicism. Their experiences with the seamy side of life would hardly conduce 
to any great optimism. But I cannot too emphatically deprecate the practice 
—a practice I know from experience has widespread existence—of pooh- 
poohing the whole affair as a girlish vagary without criminal significance. 

This exceeding proneness to put the entire burden of responsibility upon 
the shoulders of the missing girl herself is a great evil. It disarms vigilance 
and discourages the endeavors of such men as may grudgingly be detailed to 
the case. It leaves the distraught parents with the additional bitterness of 
wondering whether theie daughter hac indeed voluntarily absented herself

And above 
all it serves to heighten 
the sense of security of 
such individuals as may 
have been implicated in 
her disappearance. It is 
a singular fact that every 
“missing girl’ case brings 
out its anonymous letter 
writers with false and 
foolish clues. and “tips,” 
its volunteer “witnesses” 
who identify the girl from 
a photograph as the one 
they recall having seen 
boarding a train or a boat 
on the day of the disap- 
pearancé. TPlausibility is 
added by the additional 
recollection that there 
was a man with her. This 
opens the held for the 
theories of  elopement, 
clandestine meeting and 
all similar false trails. 

It is not to be inferred from the foregoing that no girl 
ever drops from sight of her own volition. This would be 
a whitewashing of human whims and motives too utter to 
square with the facts. Girls do disappear in some cases, no

abundant volunteer testimony of Cocchi’s habits 
which would have been of inestimable value when 
the investigation was still in progress. 

As a concomitant of the disclosures in the 
most notable recent “missing girl” mystery there 
has been a reversion to the once popular discussion 
of “white slave rings” and “trusts.” I do not be- 
lieve that there is any organization for the en- 
trapning of young girls for vicious purposes that 
might be dienified as a “trust.” I am extremely 
skeptical of the assertions that there is a national 
orgfnization for trafficking in girls or even that 
there is a general understanding among those en- 
gaged in the work. 

But there are, I know, groups or cliques de- 
voted to the enslaving of girls. It is these groups 
or small combinations that could very satisfactorily 
account for most of the girls who drop trom sight. 
There may be only two or three acting accom- 
plices in the spiriting away of a girl. There may 
be eight or ten or more. But the “trust” is the 
fabrication of some mind rendered overzealous by 
a natural horror of the whole calling. 

Scores of well-intentioned individuals have be- 
sought me to give out some prescribed formula or 
procedure for utterly abating the evil. I am not 
aware of the existence of any single all-efticacious 
method. In fact, I] doubt whether we shall ever 
entirely stamp out the practice of luring girls. 

Sexual manias can so permeate the whole char- 
acter and philosophy of the individual that occa- 
sional crimes against womanhaod by degenerates 
must always figure as one of the horrible possi- 
bilities of community existence. But the wholesale 
sacrifice of young womanhood upon the altar of 
tynorance and ‘vicious conspiracy can be checked.

After the Cocchi affair had 
been probed to the bottom in the face of every conceivable obstacle and the

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Ruth Cruger, who was found dead under the cellar floor of 
the shop of Cocchi, the bicycle mender, where she had 
fallen a victim to his murderous assault.

\ THE veins of one of our most 
prominent American families 
there flows two strains, one of 
iron and one of gold. Sometimes 
iron claims a Gould, sometimes 
gold takes a member of the faim- 
ily. The two metals are rivals; 

; now one wins, now ‘the other. 
‘diney, two gods, sit beside the ripening youths of 
the family and clutch and grab when adolescence 
is done. If gold wins the new adult member of the 
historic family becomes an aristocrat of the aristo- 
crats, marrying position and more gold. If iron 
wins the fledgling becomes a business person, marry- 
ing according to choice, following democratic ideals. 

If vou prefer, you may call gold aristocracy and 
iron democracy. 

Old Jay Gould, long gone now, left his heirs this 
dual legacy of iron and gold. The gold he made 
with his hardy, practical handling of iron horses. 
Irom his own loins came down the iron strain that 
has made George J. Gould a constructive, demo- 
cratic business mun and an ideal father; that has 
made Edwin, the second son, a careful, conservative 
worker; that has made Helen, the eldest daughter, 
a model American woman, eonsecrated to industry, 
modesty and democracy. From the gold heaps that 
Jay Gould amassed has come the strain seen in his 
sensational children, Howard and Anna, once Coun- 
tess de Castellane and later Princess de Sagan, and 
Frank J., visionary and troubled. ‘The gold strain 
has reaped divorces, quarrels and unhappiness. 

Down through the second generation the two 
struggling gods have come. Aristocracy claimed 
the two eldest daughters of George J. 

Marjorie, the first daughter, married Anthony J. 
Drexel Jr., heir to-the millions of the Philadelphia 
Drexels. A year luter her younger sister, Vivien, 
married Lord Decies, an English nobleman of the 
most aristocratic antecedents. 

In Jay Gould, the eldest son of George J. Sr., 
there was seen a strange alloy of iron and gold, for 
he was a vigorous and noted athlete, a business man 
of energy, and he married a rich society belle of 
New York, Annie Douglas Graham, a member of 
the last Hawaian royal family and a cousin of ex- 
Queen Liliuokalani. ® 

Concerning these children of George J. none of 
the gossip that attached itself to their young aunts 
and uncles was heard. The gold strain had not 
made them subject to whispers; it had merely 
shown itself in their marriages to their own kind. 
There was no scandal of any sort, but there was 
the breath “society marriages.” 

Until the end of June, 1917, then, the score stood 
Iron, 3; Gold, 5, with one result undecided. 

Then came, the other day, the wedding of King- 
don, eldest son of George J. Iron won.

Kingdon, with the same direciness and simplic- 
ity that was later to characterize his brother’s wed- 
ding, had married Miss Annunziata Lueci, a modest, 
retiring young art student wh had once been a 
tutor of Italian to his little brotuers and sisters. 

Kingdon Gould is 29 years old. All his life he 
has been the special pet and hopeful of the god of 
iron. Gold had little chance with him. As a boy 
he was an athlete, always hunting the strenuous 
life. In college the spirit of iron hovering over him 
led him into great trouble. 

He entered Columbia in the fall of 1904 and im-

With the closing of 
school 19,000,000 children be 
tween the ages of 6 and 14 are 
turned out of the discipline and 
routine of the classroom. What 
they shall do and what they shall 
become rests with the parents. 

Jouring the ten months of winter work the children 

are very much occupied in mind by their tasks, but 

during the two months’ vacation season they are 
set free to play, too often without supervision and 
with resulant detriment to their own characters. 

This summer particularly should see great sys- 
tems for the guidance of “out-of-school” children set 
under way. Parents must organize the efforts of 
their own children and combine with the neighbor- 
‘hood parents in effecting plans for the occupation 
of their children’s time. | 

The national situation demands that children 
do their share in the work of economy and in the 
ordering of our great house. Children should be 
taught to make money during the summer months, 
not so much for the sake of -the money as for the 
lessons in thrift and for the habits of responsibility 
which they learn. 

Vacation time is peril time for the child of the 
city. It is an axiom that the truants of the school 
months are made in the summer months. Under 
the well-meaning permission of parents the chil- 
dren are in the two months’ rest period abandoned 
to their own amusements, for it is the belief of a 
great part of our adult population that a child needs 
complete freedom from routine in the vacation time 
and a relief from the discipline of the schoolroom. 

This is a mistaken viewpoint. Children do need 
a change when vacation comes; they need rest, but 
not unsupervised freedom. They should be kept 
under as careful discipline as ever, but with the 
difference that their hours of rising, eating and 
going to bed should be altered from those of the long 
winter siege. 

They may continue with as hard work &as the 
school ever put upon them and grow fat, provided 
the work is made attractive to them and is con- 
ducted out of doors. 

Give your child some enthusiasm, some work to 
do during the summer, for only in so doing will you 
insure it against bad dabits. The idle child turns 
instinctively to mischief; the industrious child 
passes mischief by as being uninteresting as com- 
pared with his work. 

Every boy and girl should begin to have some 
work to do by the time the age of 8 years is 
reached. To wait until the child is past 10 before 
habits of industry are begun is folly, providing, of 
course, that the child is physically normal. 

The thing that makes the problem of the child's 
vacation.so important is the general removal of so 
much household work from the home which has 
been accomplished during the last twenty years. 
In the youth of older generations there were count- 
were bigger then, homes were bigger, labor-saving 
inventions were fewer, life was not so concentrated, 
lawns there were to be mowed, wood to be carried 
less things to be done around the home. Yards 
were bigger then, homes were bigger, labor-saving

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in, coal to be shoveled, a thousand and one 
things of which the city children of today 
are ignorant. 

Little girls used to learn how to sew. 
They made infinite varieties of laces, sam- 
plers, etc. Boys of that day had chickens 
to feed, backyard gardens to spade. Each 
home was an organization and each mem- 
ber had his duties.

Now the apartments and close-shoulder- 
ing houses have done away with the 
chicken yard, with the lawn and with the 
garden. Janitors shovel the coal. Cloth- 
ing is bought ready made. Cooking is not 
the fine art for the growing girl Her in- 
terests are apt to center outside the home. 

This brings us, then, to the remedies 
for an unfortunate situation. What can 
mothers teach their children to do this 
summer? How can parents keep their 
children off the streets and yet keep them 
in the open air as much as possible? 

First of all the playground must be con- 
sidered. Let your children play in the 
carefully directed playground for certain 
periods of the day. Do not let them play 
there all day. 

Set certain tasks for them to do. If 
there are no absorbing tasks about the 
house set your brains to work and make 
up something for 
them to do’ 

Here are a few 
suggestions for girls: 

TEACH THEM 
COOKING, beginning 
with them as soon as 
they are 8 years old 
and teaching them the 
fundamentals, pro- 
gressing into the 
fancy departments ot 
the culinary art as 
their ages increase. 

BUY FRESH 
FRUIT and teach 
them to can and pre- 
serve. The science of 
canning may be made 
fascinating if you 
stimulate the child's 
interest in the pro- 
cesses of the chemical 
changes brought 
about in the fruit by 
cooking and cooling. 
This will not only 
serve to keep the 
child busy; it . will 
aid your winter attacks upon the high cost of living. 

TEACH THEM as soon as possible how to bake 
cakes, pies and bread. With the present high prices 
of flour good returns can be ®btained for both staple 
and fancy bakery products provided they are cor- 
rectly prepared. Girls can soon establish a con- 
siderable patronage about the neighborhood if their 
pastry is meritorious.

All parents should invent special activities for 
the children and stimulate youthful interest in con- 
servation of food and money. 

While it is difficult for urban parents to arrange 
their children’s vacation so that it will be spent at 
home in the open air, it is better to plan along these 
lines than to send the children alone into the coun- 
try. Early separations are not satisfactory as a 
rule. The digestion of children is often harmed by 
intrusting them to the care of relatives in the rura|] 
sections, for not only do they overeat but they grow 
lonesome and suffer from homesickness. Those 
parents who can take their children to the country 
are fortunate; the majority cannot afford the ex- 
pense, and in view of the disadvantage to the child 
a separation is not advisable. 

The child's diet during the summer should not 
he skimpy. Its nerve force is being rebuilt during 
this period of rest and its body is developing rapidly. 
The child should be fed not more, perhaps, but 
oftener. Don't believe in the old superstition 
against giving children “a plece’” between meals. 
The long waits between breakfast and lunch and 
between lunch and dinner are more than the little 
growing child can well endure. Its digestion will 
be aided by light food between meals. 

By all means be extremely careful of your dis- 
cipline during this vacation time. lo not let the 
child run wild on the plea of being out of school. 
And remember that this is the time when bad habits 
are formed.
